London, Feb. 13. — The reception Lon- 
■don acuords Kin;? KJward and Quoon 
Alexandra never lacks enthusiasm, but 
the welcome tlioir majesties rocelved 
this evening on their return from Ber- 
lin ' was more remarkable ; than ever. 
At the station to. meet- thenV were the 
Prince and' Princess of Wales, Premier 
Asqulth -and I'oreigri '^Secretary Grey, 
while • on the : rodder tV,'Y''Bvcltiiigham 
palace, ; great r cr6wd3?che&e^^ •;ybclf erp 
ously. 'The King," who vs^a's hdl-" looltlriff 
as well as usual, was closely muffled 
up about the throat. Ho liad a few 
minutes' animated conversation with 
Sir Edward Grey, both of them show- 
ing plainly their great satisfaction at 
the liappy result of tho sovereigns' 
sliort stay in Berlin. 

The visit certainly has had . a won- 
derful effect upon the mind of the 
Britlsli public, and antagonism against 
Germany seoms to have disappeared. 
Berlin's cordial reception of the King 
has. paved the way. for this, and com- 
munleatloaajijhayo tbeen iiglven , out5<by 
the -Brlt|alii*aqa«'HQe^^ 
which mutual satisfaction is expressed 
relative to the aims and foreign policies 
of the two governments.

Then there were those who 
thought that while the delegation was 
at Ottawa, ;It: should present the claims 
of FaleelCreefeand the broad plan of 
Hermon*& -Burwell for Including Eng- 
lish Bay In the ■scheme for creating 
accommodation, for the rapidly In- 
creasing ehlpplnfe business of the port. 
There were sound arguments advanced 
on both sides but all were unanimous 
in the belief that Vancouver harbor 
was ono' of the finest In the world. ' 

The claims of False Creek were 
pressed hard by Mr. Robert Cassldy, 
K.C., and finally ^ress^a. Cassldy, Nor-

So far no tan- 
gible clue to the Identity or where- 
abouts of tho robbers lias been found, 
but it seems .probable that tho men 
came to Denver and are now hiding in

Eighteen packages of registered mail 
wore secured. One of these packages 
is'.B^ld ;to,..havb contained a large sum 
of ;''in(^'ne'y,v but .until a thorough check- 
Inir; upL' Of the missing , packages is 
poBslble; the .exact amount secured by 
the ' fobbers cannot be ascertained. 

The ' robbery was remarkable for Its 
originality and daring. It took place 
within eight miles of Denver, within 
loss than two miles of Fort Logan, the 
United States military reservation, and 
at a spot where habitations are plen- 
tiful. Yet so thorough was tho work 
of tho robbers, and so well wore tlielr 
plans laid that they had fully an hour 
and a half tlie Htart of tlie ofllccrs. 
There are indications that a rubber- 
tired buggy was in waiting for the 
actual holdup, and that tropodoes and 
rod signal fires were used unsuccess- 
fully in an attempt to stop tho train 
before tho automatic revolvers of tlio 
two men on tho englno tender suc- 
ceeded in duing this.

("Tho scheme outlined in the resolu- 
tion that has been read Is an attractive 
one. It would bo difficult indeed to 
find arguments sufiiciently strong to 
displace the strength of that proposal. 
For some jponths the Hon. Provincial 
Secretary and myself have known that 
our next step in, the University matter, 
would be to introduce a bill giving that. . 
proposal the force of law, and provld-- 
Ing for the appointment of such a com- 
mission. 

' "Wo In the government have been 
giving this- qucBtlon our most careful 
study. "' The ;phrase- has tiecomo some- 
what hackneyed that whenever a de- 
putation brings a proposal, before the. 
government, we -prbmlse to give It our; 
most careful consideration. In this; - 
matter, however, the efforts of the gov-' 
ernment to. date, and our deliberations, 
at the present time seem to make ub ' 
more anxious to leave nothing undone 
towards making the university a suc- 
cess. I 

"There must be a large endowment 
for this purpose. This Is necessary for' 
the appointment of an eiflcient teach- 
Ing staff. British Columbia Is a young- 
country In point of years, and we have^ 
little reason to think that the wealthy;, 
men of tlie province are going to come! 
forward to help in securing this en- 
dowment. Tho government must then 
be prepared to provide the greater part 
of it. To that end we have already 
commenced to set aside in various 
parts of tho country sections of Crown 
lands. I believe that some 40,000 acres - 
have thus been sot aside to date. Vfe 
are trying to get together the funds 
essential to tho institution before tak-;.. 
Ing any further steps. ,. Wo propose' 
that when tho doors of the university 
are thrown . open it shall bo equal in 
every respect to', any university In 
Canada. . This is an ambitious stand-

Insurance Measures Meeting 

Wilh a Strong Opposition 
From Boards of Trade 



A LETTER DEFENDING IT 



E, V. Bodwell Claims It is, in In- 
terest of the Insured— 

Criticisms ■ 



The fire insurance bill which the 
underwriters are ondiiavorlng to pre- 
vail upon, the government to accept as 
II government measure ja exciting a 
groat deal of opposition throughout 
the province. 

\arIous delegatioira havi' interview- 
ed tiie executive and more are coming. 
Roiiolutlons have bei'ii adopted by dlf- 
lerent boards ot tradi'. On tin? ether 
hand tlio undorwriter.s maintain tliat 
the bill is in tlie Interests of tlie in- 
sured as much as in that oC the board 
companies. On behalf of the board 
of traiie D. U. Ker and ,T. .1. Hhiillcros.=5 
have, made a statement of their posi- 
tion as has Chris Spencer, while the 
following . letter from 13. V. Bodwell, 
K.C.. who Is acting in the interests of 
the underwriters, is in answer to thu 
report ol the civnimitteo of the Vic- 
toria Board of Trade which appeared 
in the Colonist vesterday morning:

Sir: In the issue of the Colonist 
imblished on the 13th Instant, appears 
a copy of the report of the special 
committee of the Board of Trade on 
the bin relating to flro Insurance com- 
panies. .<i'-Vv^!.v^';, 

A9. 1; liav'e;rtakon":somo part in tho 
preparation of this ' bill I have hcv.n 
requested by those Interested In Its 
promotion to make a statement with 
respcct-.to the measure, and to criti- 
cise^'^ome; parts of the report.- . 

.Tno committee have not boon candid 
with, the public in publishing the re-, 
port In Us ])reseiit form. Before it 
was prepared, at the request of the 
committee I attended , thplr meeting, 
together- with ccrtai^'tpersons interest- 
ed -in the bill, and-'' explained its pro- 
visions fully. '■_Tho report, howevnr, 
makes' no 'mention of the suggestions 
which" we 'then made, but ie drawn as 
If ilt>yi'ere;the''purpd8ei6f thoa who are 
^IM'esslngjitheii: bill'^upori i the-^ go vern men t 
tbVenfleav.br ' tO'carry^'ltvthrough its 
original iform.''^ It was explained to the 
cumnilttce that it would bo suggcsitea 
to the government to make ti special 
exception of Lloyds' Underwriters, so 
that they would not be reriulred to 
fulfill all tho conditions which it was 
thought might properly be Impelled 
upon qther fire Insurance^-compiniles 
doing business In tlie prers'lnce. "'if 
was also . explained to tlip committee 
that the goyernment''had already In- 
timated that they would except Can- 
adian Mutual ■companies from tiio o])- 
erallon of the act, and that the only 
quest Ion to be considered In tlrat con- 
nt'L'tlon was, wliotlier mutual coni- 
Iiaiiies organized in foreign counlrle.s 
slionld not be comiiolled to come miilcr 
the regulations whicli are to be im- 
posed upon Joint stock companies. On 
princljile, tlierc docs not scum to be 
any good reason why mutual com- 
panies should be exempted if it Is 
right to create the provision with rcj- 
pect to Joint stock comiianles. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the 
proposed act will impose any .sorlon:! 
burden upon any company seeking to 
ilo business In British Columbia. Such 
a company is only reciulred to I'ile witli 
tho finance minister a concise .state- 
ment of its financial position, wlilcli 
will bo kept as .a public record t.r 
which any i)orson wishing to be In- 
formed may have easy access. 'I'lils 
l.s a i)rovlslon with which all llci^nscd 
companies must comply at the prcseiil 
tlnii\ and tlicrotoro tho act dbcn not 
make .any material change in tiio ex- 
isting situation. 

Tlio fee Imposed Is tho sum of $250 
wliich is paid only when tho IIcoumo 
Is l.s.suod. It is not an annual cliurgo. 
it is certainly strange to suggest Hint 
the payment of this moderate fee will 
for all time increase tlie rates of In- 
surance to b(! charged by comiiuiilcs 
which take out a license. 

No Monopoly. 

The report also contains a sugges- 
tion that the vital princii)ic of tl\ii bill 
is to shut off competition and to en- 
able the "old line companies" as lliey 
are called to impose their own rales 
of Insurance. This statement appears 
to bo tho result of ;l studied mlsap- 
prchcnalon on the part of tho commit- 
tee who made the report. 'J'he bill 
docs not create a monopoiy of any 
sort. A foreign company, whether be- 
longing to tho "old line" or oilier- 
wise, Is allowed to dC' business in 
British Columbia upon payment of the 
Sum of $2u0 tor its license, and tlio 
depo.sit of a GOcurlt.v which 1 will ex- 
plain later on. Tho situation In the 
future will bo exactly as It Is today, 
'.t'hcre Is a board of fire underwriters 
and there Is a class called "the iion 
board companies." All companies be- 
longing to tile board have a unlfurm 
rate of insurance The non board 
companlcK make such rates as thuy 
see lit In each particular instance 
This will be exactly the condition iif- 
ler tlie act Is jjassed. The company 
which takes out a license Is not re- 
riulred to join tlio board, or to bo gnv- 
crncil by its rates, they will be entitl- 
ed to do business In British Coiuni- 
bia as they carry It on today, at their 
own I'ates, and according to any nv- 
rangemont w|ilcli they.mijy see fit to 
malce with the persons whom thoy In- 
sure. There is no , provision which 
prevents .'an; individiial desiring Insur- 
ance frorii'' contracting: with any com- 
pany which" obtains h,-:licQnso. 
: The act bontalns provisions to meet 
the case ' of ■ any particultir Insurance 
which cannot bo., affected with the 
llconsefd companies, and at tljo meet- 
ing which, wo hod with tho committer 
we not only invited thoir- suggestions, 
but expres.scd , pur willingness , to make 
any amendment necessary to cover a 
particular case, such as is referred to 
in the connnlttoo's report, and' wlilcli 
I am Intormod,". is the, only ono wliich 
has happened in British Columbia. 

Having made this criticism upon the 
report, It would be useful, I think, to 
state in a general way tlm reason why 
it was thought that tho net should 
bo Introduced, tho purpose which It 
has In view, and tho means which are 
suggested lor carrying out Its objects.

It may not be generally known that 
there Is already In existence Domin- 
ion legislation on the subject which, 
until within a short time, governed 
companies doing business in Hrltlsh 
Columbia. Tho Dominion act requires 
before aiiv company shall undertake 
insurance in /Canada, that they shall 
obtain a llccnsf! and deposit and keep 
on deposit with the Dominion author- 
ities a sum of not less than.(;$60,000. 
They are also required ' toymaltojan- 
nual statements of their business- and 
are subject to government Inspection. 
Other Similar Legislation 

In the province of Manitoba an act 
very similar to that wliicli is now 
proposed to be Introdced here has 
been In force for some time, and is 
reiiortcd to bu working well, and to 
aflortl a vorv groat measure of pro- 
tection to the public. 

.Similar acts have iieen passed In 
the provinces of Ontario and Quebec. 
X h(! proposed act is merely a compil- 
ation and adaptation of tho provis- 
ions of those Ktatiiles. 

Until tho year lOOn. the Dominion 
act governed foreign insurance com- 
panies In British Columbia. Thu 
Companies' act which was then In 
force prevented an extra-provisional 
company carrying, on its business hero 
betoro registration as- a foreign cor- 
poration. The act as it then stood did 
not include insurance companies with- 
in' the dcdnltton of "extra provincial " 
companies, consequently no foreign 
fire Insurance company could register 
under the companies' act, ana the Do- 
minion act prevented them from doing 
business In any part of Canada until 
they had taken out a Dominion li- 
cense. 

In lOOu, , however, the legislature of 
this province amended the Companies' 
act so that fire insurance companies 
were included within the dellnition oj 
corporations which might register. 
Tho result was, that foreign Insurance 
companies began to come Into British 
Columbia, registering themselves as 
foreign joint stock companies. In 
siiL'h cases there Is no deposit In Can- 
ada which; may 'be; resorted tp for thu 
payrncnt/ofiany. -loss- which they may 
Incur; thdy ' are .subject- to no Inspec- 
tion and give no'securlty for the pay- 
ment of their obligations. 

Without Remedy 

111 some Instances tho company does 
not take tho trouble to register. In 
such a case tho Insured Is absolutelj 
without remedy. He cannot even sue 
upiin .Ills contract In our courts, and 
when his loss occurs the company 1? 
bound by none of the statutory con- 
ditions which are Inserted In all other 
policies for his -.protection. 

A notable Instance' of the effect ujion 
the public ocour-red Ja tlio lato . dis- 
astrous lire at Fcrnle. Prior, to that 
.c6nflag^UIoh.•'• -.it^JTbi^n 
conipariy-had takt!n'«„~large^TiumbcK of 
risks. -It, turnod out',that .Ihey' had no 
assets .which , could bo inad'6;ay,allable 
to piiy their losses, and all-' tho' per- 
sons who insured In the company lost 
their Indemnity. . I'he object o( the 
ijresent act Is to prevent those abuses 
in the future 

As explained to the committee of 
tho Board of Trade It Is not a private 
bill. If irnsscd. tho act will be a public 
one, Introduced b.v the government and 
tlu! cveculh-e have expressed tliom- 
selvcH as being ready to consider any 
objectlon.s wliich any class may 
tiiliik lit to nuike; and also to make 
any amendments which are neccs- 
.sary to prevent the act from working 
a hardship upon individuals. As at 
present drawn, the bill m<ay bo sum- 
marized as follows: In the first place, 
It applies only to comiianles which 
have not taken out a Dominion license 
and, as stated in tlie Tir.st part of tills 
letter, Lloyd's underwriters and all 
Canadian mutual companies are to bo 
c.scoptod from Its operation. 

it then goes on to provide that any 
foreign company seeking to do busi- 
ness hero , shall - Obtain a Itccnco from 
the flnahcoiyiiiifiister. When' it ap- 
plies- forithatlicense It. must file with 
the government a' copy of Its act of 
Incorporation; a document appointing 
an attorney who may represent It in 
this country, and upon :whom all pro- 
cess can bo served ;/.vahd;\£i'';^flnancIal 
statement of Its affairs. 'Before' tho 
license Is Issued, the company must 
deposit security to the amount of $30,- 
000 In a certain class of 
bonds. It may be men- 
tioned that this deposit costs the com- 
Iiany nothing, the Interest ,on the 
securities Is collected by tho Finance 
Minister and jiald over to the com- 
pany as long as its dejioslt remains 
In his hands. If at any time the value 
of these • securities depreciates, or It 
the statements filed by the company 
show that Its liabilities in British 
Columbia exceed .Its assets, the com- 
pany Is required to deposit a aulll- 
cient additional amount to make their 
business safe 

If the company falls to pay the un- 
disputed claim for sixty days, after it 
is made, or fails to pay any disputed 
claim for sixty days after llnal judg- 
ment rendered against the company, 
the license Is iiiso facto void, but tho 
company may at any time within six 
months obtain a renewal of Its license 
by paying tlie claim. 

Applicable Only Here. 

The act'pro-\ides that all securities 
deposited shall be made available for 
(he payment of British Columbia, 11a- 
tdlltios; that Is to say, that aithnugh 
the company may liiive serious losses 
In some other country, none of the 
fuiul.s dopo.slted in British Columbia 
can be npproiiriated to pay any losses 
Incurred outside tho province. 

The next following sections .of tho 
act provide for 'the surrender of se- 
curltttes In case a company goes out 
of business, and for due advertisement 
of the change of name which may 
take place. Annual statements .of tho 
company's affairs must, also be filed. 
A provision Is made for piibllc access 
to them. 

Tlie scale of fees Is next provided 
for. Tho company is rctpilrod to pay 
some small charge In connection with 
the llUng of documents, which fees go 
towards payment of the . clerical ex- 
penses Of the Department which keeps 
tlie records. . The only other import- 
ant loo lS':$2B0.Q0 for the licence, which 
la paid "ohco arid for all. 

1'lin act then provides - that If at 
any lime the Minister after invostlga- 
tlon, comes to tho ooiicluslon that tho 
llnanclal condition of the company 
Is not such as It ought to be, he may 
call upon the comiiany to show cause 
why their licence aiiould not be can- 
collod. If they can explain their con- 
dition satisfactorily the licence will

Mr. Jay opened the caso for the de- 
putation. After stating that tho 
members thereof represented the vari- 
ous Interests, eduactional and other- 
wise. In Aactorla, he read tho resolu- 
tion. IIo stated that in the first In- 
stance the committee had Intended to 
urge upon the government the claims 
of Victoria as tho site of the now uni- 
versity, but after mature deliberation 
It had been decided to follow tho iilan 
outlined In tho resolution. 

Chief Justice Hunter followed. In 
his opinion tho best solution of the site 
problem was to leavo tho matter to 
the board of educational exports. Up 
to the present tlmo,; this jpr^>vii^oo had 
been spared tho'T^troubleSv. sufferod' .in 
some other provinces 'from political 
and other Interference ' In education, 
and this / state ' of ; affairs should con- 
tinue. ; "When It comes to selecting a 
site; for the proposed university there 
should be no opportunity for those 
persons representing a particular sec- 
tion to Influence legislation. 

Personnel of Commission 

"Whatever might bo the composition 
of a government, . said., the .chief jus- 
lice, If. lt took it upon -itself to choose 
this site' It would sooner •! or"; later have 
to face the charge that' It hadi been In- 
fluenced by apolitical iconslderatlons. In 
order to avoid this charge,' the. govern- 
ment should leave the .settlement of 
tho question t- a board of men who 
were trained In educational matteru. 
tie suggested that the board be made 
up of tlie, heads of Toronto. Laval and 
Dalhoujlc universities. 

"It Is of tho highest importance," 
said Chief Justice Hunter, "that this 
univer.sity should start out under th(! 
boat possible auspices. A board of t'nis 
nature would choose the site looking 
to tile best Interests of the students. 
It tin; question were taken up by tho 
government llseU. even if the govern- 
ment could not be openly charged with 
political motives, that section of tho 
province that had been overlooked 
would turn a cold shoulder to tho In- 
stitution and feel that It had boon 
slighted." 

. J^Iayor Hall said that the-m'aln point 
In choosing the university site was to 
get men. thoroughly conversant with 
educational . mattfers . to make tho 
choice. Then nothing could bo said 
of the motlves).';that' Influenced them. 

Bishop . EerrlnS'Sald that it was a 
matter of regrietTthat the people pf 
Vancouver had not adopted a similar 
pollc.v. If the people of that city 
would have the same large hcartedness 
In that matter as the people of "Vic- 
toria, the choice could be made by the 
board appointed and then the whole 
province would be satisfied with tho 
decision of the legislature 

Rev. "\V. Leslie Clay said that the 
deputation had come to meet the gov- 
ernment with no sectional claims to 
olfcr. Its members might feel that 
Victoria had some claim to the unl- 
vorslt.v, but these had been set aside, 
and the deputation had come before 
the government to outline a proposal 
tliat would bo In the best Interests of 
the province as a whole. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell thought that Vic- 
toria -was more suitable In It.s ad- 
vantages and surroundings for the 
university than any other. At the 
.same time he was of opinion that no 
Vlctoi;ian would want to have -the in- 
stitution here unless Victoria was the 
host place tor it. If Uio members of 
the government were such that they 
could not be influenced by their sur- 
roundings, it would be right for them 
the mriite tho choice. At the same 
time, they were only human,- and'they 
might get thomsel\^es^-lnto.^some trou- 
ble If they, docided^.^tlitt'si.terf.th'emselyes. 
'L'hcy . vvo.uld flndXthehi'selves' In-'a con- 
troversy between Vancouver and- Vic- 
toria, If the' government .was wise 
enough to take the advice of .the chief 
justice It would sail In calm waters 
and would h.'ivo tho support of both 
Vancouver and Victoria people. 

Rev. Mr. Holling said that a mat- 
ter like this should be decided In tho 
best Interests the young people of 
the province. If Victoria offered bet- 
ter social and education advantages 
than any other city In British Co- 
lumbia "Victoria should have the prior 
claim. 

Rev. ^V. W. Bolton said he had boon 
one of d group who met twenty-live 
years ago in the city hall and dis- 
cussed tho question of a university, 
'file' time had not boon ripe for such 
an institution and the matter had been 
dropped. The time was now ripe. The 
university question was important to 
both laity and clergy, but It was of 
p.'iramount importance to teachers. 
However, If tho committee suggested 
by. the Chief - Justice were appointed 
ho would not'have a'word to say what- 
ever their decision might be. ■ ' 
Senator Macdonald's Vijew 

Senator Jlacdonald introduced a new 
note. Tho question, he . said, was not 
a scholastic ono at all. The gentle- 
men mentioned -by- the Chief Justice 
had -no better ' advantages for--choos- 
Ing tho alto of the- pjroposod 'university 
than the people of -the' province 'had. 
There was no reason why " vve should 
put the responsibility off our own 
shoulders. 'Plio matter In hand was 
simply tho question of choosing tho 
site of tho British Columbia univer- 
sity, and he did not agree with tho 
Idea of asking somebody from outside 
the province to make the selection. 

C. II. Lugrln said that he was satls- 
lled that tho people of Victoria- would 
stand loyally by any decision arrived 
at by a. board such as was suggested. 
It was the desire of the people of Vic- 
toria that the university siioiild bo 
situated in the most anvantngoous 
place Personally, he was quito con- 
tent to leavo the matter to the govern- 
ment, but it would be taking a bur- 
den from their shoulders to appoint 
this com mission. 

H. V. W. Belinsen (M.P.P. for Vic- 
toria) and John Jardliie (M.P.P. for 
Esquimalt) supported tho resolution. 

Jlrs. Jenkins thought', that tho de- 
cision of the committee was a wise 
ono. • ; •■ 

Mrs. "Watt saidv.that . a i; committee 
such as that suggested :W9Uld ho*dbubt 
see many pointSi that a layman ; would 
overlook. The site of a university 
Avas just as much a part of Its equip- 
ment as was the teaching stnft. The 
education of our youth was tho wel- 
fare of tho country, and in this mat- 
ter the people of Victoria should let 
all other considerations go -by. 
The Provincial Secretary 

Hon. Dr. Young replied to the de- 
putation brleily. Tho pr(!(hiler,had,,.he 
said, asked him It he-Would'asaunie'the 
responsibility of Introdiiclrig',' li bill 
along the linos of higher education In 
tho province, and ho had done this 
by bringing in the University bill. 
Since that time a groat deal of anxious 
thought had been e.x-pended on tho 
matter. The premier and himself had 
entered into tho question of choos- 
ing the site of tlio university from the 
purely educational standpoint, without 
regard to considerations of rei}l estate, 
sectional wishes or the claims of any 
ono city.

Despite the fact that the council did 
not accept his suggestion that a com- 
mittee of prominent, citizens, repre- 
senting every business ihcerest, should 
be, appointed to investigate": intb the 
whole question of a civic water suip'ply,- 
Alderman Turner will hot let his pro- 
position rest. On tho contrary tho 
matter will again come before tho 
council at tomorrow night's meeting 
when the resolution proposed by Al- , 
derman Turner at last Monday' night's j 
meeting. will again bo presented. Tho 
resolution, of which the proposer has 
given notice of introduction, is as fol- 
lows;

At least week's meeting Alderman 
Turner expre.s.'ied hi.s conviction tliat 
it is about timo that the city decided 
what it la going to do In regard to its 
future supply of water.

Thb' ?large'':'and representative dele 
gation, which waited upon the Premier 
and the Minister of Education yester- 
day In regard to tlio selection of a site 
for thq University of British Colum- 
bia, took what - may bo ••characterized 
as high ground.

We are In our degree either empire 
builders or empiro destroyers. It is, 
therefore, good to recognize on such 
occasion as tlio present evidence that 
euipirc-building occupies the thoughts 
of our icinsinen in Canada. Wo pub- 
lish an article from a Canadian cor- 
respondent which bears -welcome 
testimony to tho growing desire of the 
Dominion — a desiro not confined to 
any party— -to malto some, efflclent 
contribution" to tho naval defence of 
the Empiro. . No.) .oine. reinenpberlng 
what the Cahadlan's'dld In far-aistarit 
Africa, In a quarrel ' which " 'affected 
them on no selfish grounds, but sole- 
ly through their Imperial sentiments, 
can doubt that in the Canadian people 
tlie desire- Is abundantly present to 
bear their part in maintaining the 
great service upon which their de- 
fence in certain circumstances would 



ed probable was very gratifying. Tho 
fact ' that there are between two hun- 
dred and tlireo hiindred young people 
in the province now.'taking a univer- 
sity course ehows.i^hatbvth.^itlme for 
action is at handl®-^'--'^- - 

Wo think the recommendation of the 
delegation speaks well for the ' broad 
spirit with which the people of this 
city approach this great question. It 
was of course possible to take ad- 
vantagc^'of the presence of members 
of the legislature in the city and make 
a personal canvass. It might have 
boon that a case might be made out, 
strong enough to-- co'unteract- any sec- 
tional influences, that may be .brought 
to' bear upon members," but to their 
credit the people of Victoria have 
not taken any such course. They 
have asked for an „ impartial in- 
quiry. .That in so doing they 
ard Influenced by the ' "conviction 
that Victoria has the strongest case 
that can be made out by any of the 
localities, which liopo to secure the 
University, may bo taken for granted, 
but this render.s their action all the 
more creditable. 



THE INSURANCE BILL. 

The Insurance .P.ljl', now. before the 
legislature is a matter, of very con- 
elderablo linportanco, and has given 
rise to much ,■ keen discussion. Wo 
present to our readers this morning a 
letter from Mr, E. V. Bodwell, who is 
counsel for tho Board Comipanles, and 
also Interviews yvlth seyejral business 
men of the city. There are some 
things upon which .wo are all agreed, 
namely:: 

That more, not -less, Insurance should 
bo carried by all classes of owners of 
Insurable property; 

That it is desirable that all Insur- 
ance should be placed wUh reliable 
companies ; ■ 

That some supervision over Insur- 
ance companies Is necessary In order 
that policyholders may bo secure; 

That the rate charged 'for Insurance 
has a naaterlal^ieitect upon the amount 
of In.TOrarice i'carfled; 

That a bigh rate reduces the amount 
of Insurance and Is therefore injurious 
to the public interest. 

Those proijositions are of general 
applicability. There is another, which 
has special bearing upon Victoria. It 
arises out of the Imprbved flre pro- 
tection now being Installed. Onu 
hears It frequently stated tliat less 
insurance will bo carried by the own- 
ers of property within the city, a 
condition, of things which would be 
greatly to' bo regretted. No man can 
afford to be his own insurci-, unless ho 
has many and widely st^parated Inter- 
ests. There Is also a general feeling 
here that the Insurance companies 
ought materially to reduce their rates 
in Victoria, Tiut this Is only nientlonod 
in pasalne, for it has no bearlijg upon 



and. wait for leadership upon . a path 
which they would gladly follow. There 
Is a movement on foot at present, 
probably arising out of the multifari- 
ous occupations that liejp them busy. 
In favor of creating a local navy iii 
the' shape of fishery cruisers of semi- 
warship t.vpo. Our correspondent 
makes the sensible suggestion that, 
as the Admiralty ■ is constantly dis- 
carding vessels which would admir- 
ably discharge tlio duties contemplat- 
ed, these vessels sliould be assigned 
to Canadian marine police work. Can- 
ada would thus save tlie expense of 
constructing now ships, which could 
never form part of a lighting fleet and 
would he encouraged to invest money 
to much better purpose In ships fit to 
take their place in the Imperial navy. 
It is important that tliero should bo 
as little overlapping and waste as 
possible, and for tlie avoiding ol: these 
there ought to be the most complete and 
intelligent utilization of resources 
from an Iinporlal standpoint. The 
Idea we are discussing appears to 
further that aim. No doubt there 
wlU^.be^.technlcal. ,and official ohjec- 
,tlqns;;y}Ut5lt?;lthej;(ldea were developed 
ori-'broad' Jlries 'arid with a duo sense 
or the solidarity of the Empire, tho 
results might be found both morally 
and flnanclnlly satlsfactorv. 

It may bo of interest to add that 
Mr. Gregg sent his letter to Viscount 
MUner with the request that, if he 
thought It worthy of publication, he 
would send It to any nevyspaper that 
he might select. The fact that Lord 
Mllner chose the' ' Times as tho 
means of presentlng'.the views therein 
expressed to the public. 'is eloquent 
testimony to the Importance which 
this great statesman attached to 
them. Wo aro sure that Colonist 
readers will join us In congratulations 
to Mr. Gregg that his opinions on this 
very urgent question have met with 
eridorsoiiicnt from such high authori- 
tits, and upon tho fact that ho has 
given Imperial thought a new direc- 
tion In one .of its aspects. Wo- shall

It is probably necessary to ex- 
ercise some supervision over Institu 
lions of that kind, and there may bo 
objections which wc do not approciato, 
to calling them by names other than 
thatj.of the phy^lolan.;In.:ii\rhose charge 
they are, but wo question' the Wisdom 
of leaving the decision of a matter of 
that nature to tho College of Phy- 
sicians, Doctors of ineaiclne are not 
more free from jealousies and preju- 
dices than other people, and while 
they might conscientiously endeavor 
to carry out the very'' large powers 
which it is proposed to confer upon 
them, there is always the clement o( 
self interest to be taken into ac- 
count on the one hand, and on tho 
other the natural desire to- avoid tak- 
ing any action that might appear to bo 
influenced by personal considerations. 
Both of these influences might lead 
to mischievous results. Tho respon- 
sibility which tho Bin proposes to 
cast upon the college, ought to be vest- 
ed in a body which could not be a's- 
umed to have any personal interest 
in the questions to be dealt with! Such 
a body Is the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council, .a;;body>r,.-i'whlch has.

BRITISH OPINION 

' Tho Morning Post snys: — The quda- 
tlon, vWhat would bo tho course of a 
wise and strong statesman at Belgrade 
or at Cettlnjo at the present time? Is 
not easy to answer. The last thing 
ho Would think of would be an attack 
upon Austria-Hungary. He must say 
to himself that In the balance of Eur- 
ope his own State is so small that no 
Great Power would run risks to main- 
tain It unless there wore .some .vital 
jirlnclple of right Involved. The,prln- 
ciple that a State may attack another 
for its own aggrandisement cannot bo 
xiccepted. If therefore the Servian 
States attaclsed Auetrla-PIungary they 
wouldi do so at; their, .own peril. But 
i( ia State mus^^iiidt'attack another for 
its own aggrandisement the principle 
\yould tell In favor of the small States 
if Austria-Hungary should attafck them 
Th6 flrst buBlhess of tho Servian Gov- 
ernment Is to keep what territory It 
lias;, not to risk It In a war In which 

.'suocosW'ls hopeless. This is poor Stm- 
B(>la.tlon to those Servians who dream 
of a united kingdom of Greater Servla. 
But the dream cannot bo fulfilled while 
tho Austro-Hungarian Monarchy ex- 
ists, at any rate not by antagonism to 
that Monarchy. The Servians should 
associate work with their hopes, wotk 
at the administration of their country 
and at the education of its people. Af- 
ter all, changes are conceivable in 
Austria-Hungary such as would make 
possible tlie best reallzatloln of tho 
Servian conception of national unity. 

'For tho present, Servla's watchwords 
should be '"Patience" and "Peace." 

The Daily Express .<3nyK; Tho Brit- 
ish, American and German mlnlst(!rs 
In Peking have joined In cxprLS.ying 
the serious mls.qiving felt amnnpr for- 
eigners In China by the disml.s.sal of 
tho late forfcign minister, Yuan Shi 
Kal.

Not only 
are the Manchus a tiny majority, but 
they are notoriously Ineffective and 
China at this stage in its history 
wants above all thlng.s strong and en- 
lightened admlnlatratorB. The men of 
yesterday have conquered the man ot 
today, and that Is a bad augury for to- 
morrow. It l3 much to bo desired 
thereforo that the siiokosmon of tho 
powers may be able to .stay the t(m- 
dency towards Insane reactlmi, and 
that the fall of a wiso and iiatrlotli; 
mlnlstT may bn quickly followed by 
Ills recall.

In the roport something is said as to 
penalties provided for by the act. 
'rhoy'r are only such as are necessary 
to' secure an obedience to its condi- 
tions, A penalty.^iao provided against 
any director dri-ager|t;;pf the -company; 
for contravention" of tn6 act. A penal-' 
ty' Is also provided for a company 
whicli disobeys the act. 

In the committee's report, it is 
stated that for a breach of tho con- 
ditions by a company or agent a 
penalty of $200 is llxed, whereas for 
breach of a clause by tho Insured a 
penalty of J500 is stated. If. however, 
tho committee make a point of it, 
there is- no doubt that the govern- 
ment will be quite willing to, make tho 
penalty the same IrivJeafch'-case. 

The sections of the act from 51 to 
53 are very Important. "They provide 
for tho appointment of a sovcrnmcnt 
inspector, whose duty shall be to In- 
vestigate from time to time the iinan- 
cial condition of all companies doing 
business In British Columbia. If any 
of them are deemed by lilm to be un- 
safe a report to that effect is made to 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Tho gov- 
ernment then call upon the company 
for an explanation. If a satisfactory 
one is not given, the -Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council, having heard the 
company, may cancel the licence. 

It Is said in tho committee's report 
that if tho inspector forms his opin- 
ion from the documentary evidence 
supplied by the companies, ills time 
will not be occupied for more than a 
few days every year; whereas if there 
is to an actual examination of the 
assets of tho company no man could 
accomplish the work in twelve months. 

Tho answer to this is, that tho in- 
spector is required to make an ex- 
amination and to form an opinion 
from tho best evidence obtainable as 
to tlie llnanclal standing of tho com- 
pany. If he Is not satisfied the com- 
pany is then called upon to exhibit 
Its affairs to the governmonL The 
onus is not upon tho inspector to ex- 
amine all their assets, but upon tho 
company to make a satisfactory show- 
ing. It they either neglect or refuse 
to do this, their licence will be can- 

It'.ls,'manlfest*that!?8vioh;?s>rovl3lons 
are enilhentlyTrn- the 'Interests 'of ' the 
Insuring public. It will give a feeling 
of confidence which is very desirable, 
and will, moreover, be an effectual 
obstacle In the way of "wild cat" sys- 
pahles which under tho present sys- 
tem may cari-y on their business with- 
out check, to tho detriment of the 
■public. 

D. R. Ker and J. J. Shallcross, of tho 
board of trade, made tho following 
statement supplementing the roport of 
tiie committee of that organization 
which- appeared In the Colonist yes- 
terday,:.; 

"The Important ' point which the 
committee of the^ board . of trade urg- 
ed, was that nothing should, be done If 
possible to ihake It mbre^dlfficult to 
ohtaln insurance . than is ;the 'case ' at 
■present. This because It Js of such 
supremo impo'rtanb'e'jrthat all persons 
who have property " at risk of Are, 
should seelt Insurance of some sort, as 
so far the chief trouble has not re- 
sulted from defaulted insurance but 
rather that there has -been no insur- 
ance at all. ; 
, "If is quite tnie ' that a;'CdrhpanV 
which has been described as a foreign 
Insurance corporation operated in 
Fernio and was unable to meet its 
liabilities but this company was not a 
foreign one, but a Canadian company 
having Its head office in Reglna. Even 
if this company had made a deposit of 
$30,000 with the. government of J3rlt- 
Ish Colu^fibla this would have gono 
but a small way towards making good 
the risks which had been incurred In 
British Columbia In. the event of. Its 
not proving sound, while on their 
losses In Fornie alone' such a deposit 
.would not have •paid flfty "cents on 
the dollar. In. the case, of company's 
doing ;; buslhesiiMn the . province, tho 
sum'O^;;»30,00p,J^\VbuId be an Inslgnlii- 
canf ambiirit as;;- comparpd with the 
total risks which" the company would 
bo carrying in British Columbia at 
largo or even In a single town.' 

"It is somewhat difficult to under- 
stand the true imijort of thi.s bill. For 
example clause 50 is apparently drawn 
with the oUJeot of preventing any 
company from doing business with any 
British Columbian desiring insurance 
except through tho intervention of .the 
local agent, l-'or this, the penalty Is 
much lilghcr than for any other of- 
fences mentioned in the bill. No mem- 
biT of.' tlio board of trade begrudges 
the broker bis commission, but clr- 
cumal.mcos might arK-Jo In which dir- 
ect negotiations wore eminently de- 
sirable. 

"All the important companies in the 
province are now combined togetlier 
iind(!r tho name of ilio British Colum- 
bia Board of Fire Underwriters. There 
Is naturally a strong yfeellng that tho 
<!rfect of this bin wofuld very largely 
.'ilrengthen tho hand of the combined 
companies because they would no 
longer" have to give consideration' to 
the companies not regularly operating 
In British, Columbia, and that in con- 
scquoncb higher rates or more onerous 
conditions would be Imposed on in- 
surers. 

"Many of the companies roforrod to 
do not open offices In British Columbia 
because they only handle a limited I 
class of risks of which there are only i 
a few examples to bo found in Brit- I 
Isli Columbia. In these cases the in- I 
siirLMl goes to tho company and the ■ 
i:ompany has not to go to tho in- i 
ijurcd. 

"At an Interview brawceii the com- \ 
mitlee of tho board ol' trade and l\Ir, i 
E. V. I3oilwt ll. repic.-Jenting the I^oard , 
of Fire Underwriters, and some of tliu 
members of that body, it wa.s .stated , 
that they would not be uinvlUIng to i 
exclude I.loyd'a from tlin conditions of j 
(hi! bill under certain conditions. But ' 
In dealing with tho bill as a whole tho ! 
committee did not I'eol authorized to i 
conclude that the bill would of iieccs- I 
Hity bo altered In this sen.sc by th>j I 
govcriimenl In ca.so It \ver(! Introduced ! 
iiH a Bovornmont moa.sure. 

"It was also intimated that Cana- 
dian mutual .^insurance. ^ .companies 
would; probably :-be;rejccep,ted J from tho 
bill, but this would not ' give much re- 
lief, as for many purposes no Cana- 
dian mutual insurance, organizations 
aro available. 

"It seems in many ways a pity that 
before tlio bill was prepared and the 
government Interviewed on the sub- 
ject, tho fire underwriters did not think 
It desirable to.;eon8ji!t jwlth the' trade 
which may bo so serldusly affected if 
tho bill beoonios In'w. 

"It Is reported that the Dominion 
govermnont may nt an early date deal 
with the wliolo subject of this ques- 
tion. If It l.s to bo dealt with on, lines 
.similar to tlii.s bill it would bo much 
better that a Dnininion la\v bo enacted 
lioi.-au.so a dciio.slt of $50,000 and fees 
for tho whole Dominion would bo a 
much IcHM heavy burden on tho cotn- 
l)aiilP.s tiian ?30,000 and fees lii every 
province. 

"Our I'ricnds the unUerwriteru tbll iis 
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that the bill has only been introduced 
for tlio good of their clients, for all of 
whicli we aro mucli obliged, but if it 
pleases thoiu equally ' well wo would 
much prefer to bu left alone ua experi- 
ence teuchus us that mcusurca like this 
bill generally add to tlio coat of doing 
business. 

"Certainly if the government Is go- 
ing lo embarii in prutocllvo legislation 
of this kind, it should not bo devoted 
solely to insurance companies but also 
applied to all other compaales to 
wnloli wo slioula be tomxjteU to cn-^ 
trust our money." 

Mr. Ker drew attention to the fol- 
lowing resolution adopted in this con- 
nection by tlio Vancouver board, of 
trade: " - - ■ ;"r ;' , '■ 

"'J.''hat whereas ■ the boarda 'of Firo 
Insurance and Underwriters of (Van- 
couver . and . Victoria, being composed 
almost exclusivoly of I'oprcaeutatlves 
of foreign Institutions, ao-e .applying;) 
for legislation ■ from tha . provincial , 
governinent for the, purpose of grant- 
ing tiieni greater security ugainsfthelr', 
competitors in insurance who aro not ' 
members of tho British Columbia 
combine; , ' ■ . 

"That the board of "trade of Vancou- 
ver Wishes to point out that the rates 
charged by the board of undcrwritora 
in British Columbia aro excessive and 
aro based only on tho principle of all 
tho traffic will bear; 

"That the coim-.ilsslun charged for 
obtaining uad renewing these policies 
every year la excessive; 

"TliaL equally positive protection is 
afforded by insurance companies out- 
sid6 tho combine at from 15 to 40 per 
cent, less than board rates; 

"That the very great expenso incur- 
red by owners in erecting special fac- 
tories, mill constructed and concrete 
constructed buildings and the Instal- 
lation of sprinkler equipments has de- 
veloped special insurance companies;, 
who appreciate the value of 4'BUbh''rlBlt35 
and equipment ' whilst the'Sbrd>i<!bm-f' 
panics deal, only ■•with them In a gen- 
eral' way rj;|sT^^;-!4|;V:"' 

That thb senttnient of the people and 
the spirit of the times Is against class 
legislation and the countenancing of 
combines; 

"That . newspaper reports state that 
this legislation is sought by the undc'r- 
wrlters for the protection of the policy-^ 
holders, whilst this board of trade, as 
represeiatlng a larger amount of in- 
surance than any other institution In 
the province, wish to assure tho gov- 
ernment that we have made no request 
of the board ot underwriters to mako 
any; such representations on our be- 
half;, 

"This board therefore prays that no 
legislation be granted the bqsjrds of 
underwriters which would str9iigthoaj 
tho grip those'*under\vrll6ra bdvd oh 
the people or which would prevent tho 
Iieoplo of this province from purchasj 
ing their lire Insurance in the lowest 
market at tho best rates obtainable." 
'Increase. Business CHargs8| 

"One of thb things which should 
concern tho public ;,arid; the" legislature 
is to mako tho cost of ' doing business 
as' low as possible," remarked Mr. C. 
Spencer in this connection. "The ef- 
fect of this, bill will not bo of this 
nature. It :wlll operate rather In re- 
straint of trade and will not be to' tho 
benefit of the man buying Insurance. 

."The local companies are not pre- 
pared to Indemnify against all classes 
of risks and Uio bill would have the 
effect of preventing a man seeking 
these classes of Insurance elsewhere; 
Insurance is- effected by various classes 
of business In dlfforont manners. A 
group of firms in Canada and tho 
United States will in association un- 
derwrite their own Insurance, thus 
agreeing to Indemnify ono another to 
a certain amount on fire losses. Tlie 
firms ai'e sound financially and yet 
It would bo almost Impossible for 
thorn to file a statement of assets and 
liabilities. Mr. Bodwell states that 
those fathering tho bill would have 
no objection to Lloyd's doing busi- 
ness liere outside the terms of the bill. 
Wliy should other reputable under- 
writers bo prevented from doing busi- 
ness In a similar way. 

"With the state of the province's 
finances such as they are now, the bill 
can ■ haraiy«'bo necessary for- the rev- 
enue which It will bring In. But If, 
so, and If if la necessary to guard 
tho government against the loss of 
revenue there Is nothing. to prevent tho 
depar^meny inslstlng .on the insurer.

Sl<etcii of Wliat i^as Been Done 
in Victoria and Vancouver— 
- Wliat Tliey Will Dp' 



The following Is a. statement com- 
piled by the British Columbia, Electric 
Hallway ■ Gompany,' - Xilmlted, ■ settiiig 
forth' the reasons why, In-their. opinion 
the City of Vlct9rla|^Bliouldfsnot.;: be 
granted the right by^tji^^jliefelslatiire 
to. enter Into tne llglitlrig ' arid' power 
business unless an .offer is llrst made 
by tho city to tho company for thulr 
undortakinys, such oiler to be govorn- 
oy by stipulations similar to tlioso 
inserted iu tho "Vancouver Incorpor- 
iitiuii Act," tho couuitions of wiuclx 
are explalnod later in tliis atatemunt. 

It also gives a brief altetcli of tho 
operations of the coni])any in Victoria 
and Vancouver and states what the 
directors are prepared , to do In devel- 
opment. In and round , Victoria should 
tne city agree to give the protection 
asked tor. 

Their Operations Here. 

When tlie British Columbia Electric 
Railway. , Company, .liinilted, bougtit tho 
franchise, 'ettsinofctfetfyicto^^ Electric 
Railway Company,- then In liciuldation, 
in the year 18»7, the plant at that 
time consisted ot two small steam- 
onginca, lifteon small cars, thirteen 
mllos of electric road and fifteen miles 
Uijhtlng mains, all construction being 
more .or leas oljsolete. 

Slnco that date the present company 
lias exponUed a very largo amount in 
liiiliruvemouts and in extonsioiis. 

'I'lio whole of the old track has boon 
renewed with heavy rail, elovon miles 
of extensions and double track have 
been built, the Uoidstream water plant 
lias .'been Installed,. neW; car jbarns have 
'been built, and neW;- rolling- stock put 
in practically throughout,, .over 100 
milts of llgliting mains have, been 
built, llshtliig customers increased 
from 5bU to over 6,000, power cus- 
tomers increased from 20 to 160, an 
unique property at tlus Gorge bought 
and turned into a lino recreation and 
plousuru rusort, and, In all, over $16, 
000,000 siient in mailing an uprto-date 
plant capable of giving an 'all round 
elllcient service. 

Shortage of Power 

Statements liave been made rellect 
Ing on tlie company being sliort of 
power in the aunimer of ,1U07 and in 
tho summer of I'JOS. 

In 1907 tliero was no shortage of 
power, although owing to an exceed- 
ingly dry season the llsqulmalt Water 
Works Company, who aie under con- 
tract to supply the. Eleotrlo Company 
with JStPOO.OOO, sftJlona,i04 w?1*p :a day, 
were 'lor- twenty-elfeht dai^dVuriablo 
to dellyer-tl^aifullrsupply^^ 
steaifikiM>plajit^^h6wev«r,".^^ 
into VervIce and' took caro-bf'Hfie' dif- 
ference, se that as far as the public 
wer^ concerned there was In that 
year no lack of power. 

To make sure there would bo no 
shortage in I'JOS, even if the Kaqul- 
malt Company again failed in tlieir 
.obligations, a storage battery was put 
on order in England. Owing, however, 
to another exceedingly ■ dry season 
notice was received by ps on the 12th 
<lay„of. .August ^.th.at*;vthOv.EsquInialt 
Compariy^.wererf unabldtio/^supply ' the 
full amount, of water;' and; Irom- that 
date until the 17th. day !oriN6velnber, 
we only received a ' -partial s'^Ssuipply 
from them, ranging from' efghl^inlllion 
gallons per day,- down to throe' million 
gallons or just one-lifth of what was 
needed. 

Unfortunately, the storage battery 
was delayed In England, and owing to 
this and to a sori.oua accident to tho 
reserve steam plant, tho Electric Com- 
pany was short of power for nearly 
one month, and were only able to give 
a rather limited service. 

Plans to. Prevent Shortage. 
Tho Esqulmalt ' Company have by a 
heavy expenditure secured a large ad- 
ditional watershed wlilch, we under- 
stand, places the possllillity of fur- 
ther shortage on lliuir part out of tlie 
question. The Installation of the stor- 
age battery will be completed within 
the next c-ouplo of weeks; a further 
largo additional steam-plant is now la 
course of erection and will bo complete 
during the coining summer wliich, 
when iinished, Will give us a one 
ihundred per cent,' reserve over the 
total water power Installation. 
What the Company Asks. 
Tho company asks that tho same 
protection be given to the company 
here as was given in Vancouver in tlie 
year 1"JOO. 

In that year the Vancouver "Uur.! 
cipality petitioned tho liCgislatuvo for 
tho right to enter Into the lighting 
and power business. ... 

The Company presented their side 
of tho case and were unan'imdusly 
granted the protection asked for. 
'J'his is covered in section 125 of tho 
"Vancouver Incorporation Act," which 
enacts that the City of Vancouver has 
tlio right to sell electricity for light- 
ing power purposes, but, before do- 
ing so. It sliall by bylaw Hx tho price 
which It shall oiler for tho business 
of tl;o company. The company then 
has thirty days in which to accept 
such offer made. If the offer is not 
accepted the matter is referred to 
three arbitrators and the provisions 
of tho "Arbitration Act" apply. If 
tho original offer of the city is not 
accepted and no arbitration is asked 
for by the company within thirty days 
tho city can then at.>janytlmb-,, enter 
Into the lighting and.,'p6w^ir|bu6iness'. 

Further, these prq,teotlVb :"'.?'6rs|lii'8es 
have no effect It tho company charges 
for electric lighting more, than one 
cent per sixteen candle power per 
hour. ' , 

WJiat Was Done in 'Vancouver. 
Immediately after this protection 
was granted assuring of the safety 
of Its Investment it entered into an 
aggi'esslvo campaign in and around 
Vancouver and New Westminster, 

One of the finest water 'powers on 
the Pacific Coast was talcen up and 
fully developed. This gave a prac- 
tically unlimited supply of power and 
enabled tho company to reduce all 
lighting and power rates until at this 
date they are a.s low, or lower, than 
any rates In Canada, and this notwith- 
standing tho very much higher wages 
paid hore^tlmn ;in the East.

Tho City of Victoria,' If 
granted tho right to supply electric 
light and power for sale, on the. un- 
qualified admission of the Mayor and 
Council will not bo in a position to 
exorcise such right for at laast fifteen 
years, tho present and prospective fin- 
ances of the. City being wanted for tho 
betterment ot tho water supply, the 
sewurs, tho streets and other impera- 
tivo and necessary improvements. 

Moreover, It is most unlikely that a 
water supply available for ])o\vcr pur- 
Ijosos could bo found, as after an ex- 
liaustivo search our englncors go on 
record that other th.in tho Jordan 
River, there is no water power of any 
magnitude within comniorclal distance 
of Victoria. 

No benefit, then, will be derived by 
tho citizens; but, on tho other hand, 
extensions and improvements in open- 
ing up now territory by^ the Electric 
Hallway Co. will be permanently de- 
layed, as tho more fact that tho City 
had the right to enter into municipal 
trading without giving the Company a 
chance to sell wpul^ prohibit the, rais- 
ing of money : In "Bnglijhal'f pr develop- 
ment In and arburia'.yiotbrila. 

On the other hand, .should tho. Com- 
pany be granted, protection they will 
instal a. 10,000 h.p.;plant -at an esti- 
mated cost of over a-nillllon and a half 
dollars, the power to be used in ex- 
tensions In and around Victoria, arid a 
sum of at least $250,000 to be spent 
during the next throe years on such

J. Lucas tho oc- 
cupant of an adjoining cabin, , dis- 
covered Gibbons who was lying In tho 
doorway as if he had arisen and had 
endeavored to leave hig cabin. The 
pclice were notified and the deceased 
talcen in the patrol wagon to the un- 
dertaking establishment of W. B. 
Smith. 

The deceased, who was ahout BC 
years of age, Is well known to many 
old time Victorians. ,He arrived in 
tills city In 18G9 when but a mere boy 
and fcT years was employed in tho 
canneries in tho north. For the two 
years preceding the last Dominion 
elections ho was engaged by tlie gov- 
ernment, on the Pachena trail but 
since October last ho had been resid- 
ing in the city.

It is believed that ho succumbed to 
heart disease and was attempting to 
get Into the open air when he fell on 
Ills door step and expired. 

Deceased had no relatives In this 
city.

When In any community .society 
becomes only the diversion of the idle 
rich and when the chief aim of Its 
members Is to rival one another In 
extravagant display, men and women 
of culture and refinement will shun 
It, much less will it afford any attrac- 
tion to those whose conspicuous 
virtues enable them to exorcise a 
widespread Influence. 

■While the doctors have been search- 
ing 'for remedies for some diseases 
and trying to asceriuln tlic causes of 
others with varying degrees of succp.sh. 
business men have found that it is 
to their interest to assist in promoting 
the health of the world. A few days 
since at a great meeting of life In- 
.surance presidents Br. Irving Fisher, 
of ■Jfale University, • declared^ ;, that 
b u man 1 If V Qoiitd ■ be v lengthoned V by • ,a 
third- and'that It was to tho Interest 
of the life Insurance companies to 
cntor upon a crusade against prevcnt- 
Ible disease. He showed that the fire 
Insurance companies had by determined 
And united effort lessened the risk of 
loss of property through lire, 

Dr. Fl.sher pointed out that since the 
seventeenth century the span of human 
life has Ijcen gradually lengthening 
till In Prussia today It Is almost a 
third longer than It was at the be- 
ginning of last century. This Increase 
bus been In proportion to the efforts 
made to prevent diaense or In other 
words to' observe tlio laws of health. 

The work of Colonel Gorgus In Ha- 
vana, of Colonel Waring and . Jlr. 
W.'ilton Strauss In Now York, of Dr. 
Goler In Kochestcr, showed how fast 
cleanliness In tho streets and purity 
In the milk reduced mortality. 

By elaborate tables Dr. Fisher 
showed that by far the greater num- 
ber of deaths are ijreventlble and that 
nearly half the lives saerinced to 
pneumonia might be saved. 

The ' purpose, of the. addres^ ..was to 
inlist tho .■atdXiof ::theilnBui:ahcoSc6im 
panics in' promoting a 'campaign ^b'f 
education in the laws of health 
throughout tho United States. If all 
policy holder.s were to realire tho 
necessity of caring not only for their 
own health, but for that of tho whole 
community, many diseases would bo 
banished altogether and otheVs greatly 
lessened. By the consequent length- 
ening of life the insurance companies 
would benelit. For that reason it 
wold bo, to their advantage to engage 
In the campaign' : against disease In 
which, tho doctors and 'many philan- 
thropic societies are fighting. 

There will be to many something 
almost repellant in this way of look- 
ing upon the lengthening of human 
life. We know of course that by vio- 
lating the laws of health ,we can 
fhorten our lives and that length of 
days has from of old been tho re^vard 
of those who have obeyed the Divine 
laws. Yet the feeling that sickness 
and death are sent to us and not 
brought on ourselves Is very slow to die 
out. That It la not only wise but 
right to take all proper precautions 
for preserving health need ■ not pre- 
vent any of us from believing that 
There's a divinity that shapes our 
ends.

When a steak is broiled over tho 
coals the goo'd fat Is lost. When a 
steak is broiled in a hot skillet the 
kitchen is lilled with smoke. The Eng- 
lish method avoids both the above con- 
ditions and gives a better result. Have 
a porterhouse steak cut from an inch 
to an inch and a half tliick. Ask the 
butcher to add a piece, of clear suet 
two Inchc! square. Shape tho steak to 
tit the skillet, placing the suet in the 
centre, as nearly as possible. Have 
the lire moderate but steady, and when 
tlie skillet 1.S hot enough to sizzle 
sharply carefully lay the steak In It. 
If wanted rare done turn at the end of 
live minutes, if well done turn at tho 
end of eight minutes. Turn ciirofully 
with a broad bladed knife (do not 
pierce with a fork), and allow to cool; 
another live or eight minutes. If tlie 
heat is just right the upper surface 
will ren-iain perfectly dry at the end of 
eight minutes, and after Ijclng turned 
tho other surfact; will remain tlio same. 
When the juices of the meat ooze out 
the steak is ruined. Dish tho steak on 
a hot platter and pour over it tlie fat 
from' the skillet.

The problem of iipourlng somebody 
to do the drudgery, imder the name of 
•general housework. . for a small family 
is a verv serious one, and the wit of 
tlie comic paragraplier does not help 
much in the solution of the problem. 
There is nothlng.-jvery, jfunny to the 
voung and Inexperlenced^housekeeper 
in the situation that sometimes con- 
fronts her of having to do everything 
Iiorsolf, from minding children to mak- 
ing bread. This Is an age of special- 
ization, and the girl , to do general 
housework — the girl who not only 
cooks, but mnkOK beds and dusts and 
washes clothes— Is fast becoming ex- 
tinct, like the general practitioner in 
medicine or tho law. 

In a large hou.'ie in tho centre of the 
citv, the home of wealthy people, who 
employ a number of servants, the pro- 
blem rarely becomes acutely vexatious,

remains that for aii ill or a frail wo-

Nowadays it is the servant who en- 
gages the mistress. The applicant 
comes and looks her prospective env- 
ploybr over with a hard and critical 
eye. She asks a series of questions, 
beginning with. "How many shall 1 
have to do for?" and including pointed 
queries as to tho number of days off 
Kilo will have. She leaves the impres- 
.slon that it Is a rare condescension on 
lier part to stoop to enter dQincstlc 
employment. Apiiarently, she Is giv- 
ing up .a career on tho stage or as an 
opera singer in order to tend babies 
imd wash dishes and "fry" steak.. She 
seems to think that long,, exhausting 
hours standing bebind the counter In 
a store are better than the attractions 
.dprnestlc; employment has to offer. 

In this land of Illlmllablo opportun- 
ity no one begrudges the .working girl 
or the \vorklng man -the';Ivlghoat place 
to whlcli she or He can 'attain in tho 
social system. But there are obvious- 
ly those who are well (lualilled for 
ihousehold service who turn up their 
noses at such employment, deeming it 
beneath them, who do not succeed in

A further, scheme for tlie Iniprovo- 
iiient of the inner harbor ol' Victoria 
possible after the settleim;iit nC the In- 
dian reserve question lia.s been ad- 
. - vanced by Thomas C. Sorby, the well 
known local architect, who has done 
so mucli to further the iin))rovonient 
of this port. The acconipunjing illus- 
li'atlon shows tlic idea plainly. Ho 
proposes to malto a cut with wharves 
at either side 250 feet wide sultiible 
for a steamship channel with vessels 
berthed at either side through that 
jnar.shy portion of the Indian reserve 
between Hospit;iI Point and the rall- 
w-ay brldpe to the upper harbor be- 
yond Turpel's ways.

Tho reason given for her temporary 
withdrawal from the trade is tho light 
offerings of freight and passengers for 
the' Orient, tho need for a general over- 
hauling of the big vessel, which has 
been In active service for some five 
years, and the expectation of starting 
tho latter part of next month on iiei- 
new schedule with a big cargo. 

The Taooma, Lodger says: On her 
recent passage, from the Orient tho 
Minnesota brought ,fpurteen passeng- 
ers and not more than 300 tons of 
freight.

IS WORLD'S RECORD 



Agnes G. Donahue Reaches. Cape Town 
I With 3,700 More Polts From • 
' Antarctic - ' . 



A cablegram received by Capt. 
Sprott Bulcom of this city from Cape- 
town gives news of tho arrival there 
of the sealing schooner Agnes G. Don- 
ahue, with his brother, Capt. Rupert 
Balcom In command, with 3,700 eeal- 
sklns taken at tlio edge of the Ant- 
arctic Ice far to the south and east 
.of Cape of Good Hope, making a to- 
tall of 4,020 -sealskins with tho catch 
of 320 landed in December at Durban 
into which port tho Agnes G. Donahue 
put with part of the castaways of' tho 
wrecked Norwegian whaler ' Solglimt 
rescued from Marli-m island, one of tho 
Prince Kdward group to tho southeast 
o( Capo of Good Hope. Tho Hchooii- 
er Beatrice Ij. Corkum landed tho 
other «hlpwrecked Norwegian taken 
from the •southern Isle, and Is expect- 
ed also to have made a big catch as 
she was hunting In the .same vicinity 
a.s tho Agnes G. Donaliue. 

The catch Is probably the. most 
valuable sealing catch ^iver taken by 
u Victoria or other sealer in tlio sev- 
en 8ea.s. The highest catch made In 
Bering sot In the heydays of sealing, 
when a returned sealer was looked 
upon much after the manner of a 
liomeoomlng Klondlker, was that of 
the Viva In 1890 when she brought 
home 3,G90 skins, and tho late Ca\->t. 
Clarence Cox In the Triumph brought 
homo over 3,500, but. tho heavier skins

REVISION OF TARIFF 
IN UN(TED STATES 

Andrew Carnegie' Wants Ex- 
perts—Lumber and Pulp 
Duties Discussed 



New York, Feb. 12. — Andrew Carne- 
gie today declared^.'that congress Is 
lnca])able of fixing a Just tariff sched- 
ule, and that a permanent bi-partisan 
committee of experts is the only solu- 
tion of the ever-troublesome tariff 
problem. : Mr. Ctirneglo urged tluit all 
manufacturers of tho country attend 
tho national tariff commission con- 
vention, which assembles at Inillanapo- 
llf; on Feb. IG. He also said that the 
average congressman as a rule Is un- 
riualiflud by training and knowledge 
to deal understandingly with such ab- 
struse propositions as tarlffH. "There 
should be a permanent ulafi of able 
rtlsinturcsted men," he said, "charged 
with studying conditions In all manu- 
facturing countries. Industrial world 
la about to undergo tho mo.st momen- 
tous change known in its history. We 
aro rapidly lohing competition in ar- 
ticles of general consumption ui)on 
wliieli nations havo hitherto depended 
10 Inruiro reasonable i)rices for the 
consumer. Some of our mo.st import- 
ant industries today are only nomin- 
ally competitive, and In reality aro 
monopolies, .so far a.s an understanding 
o.NlHts as to prices that will prevail. 
Thitj verbal monopoly, must be con- 
trolled. A unprom^qs,Jn4ustrIal, court 
will havn to bo. cvM^ttQMTldiBxiB evon 
a larger (luesllon than the tariff rjuea- 
tlon."

employed In the forest and lumber 
mills, reduction of wages in lumber 
districts in the event of congress re- 
ducing tho duty on Canadian lumber 
and means for the conservation of the 
lumber supply of America.

Manu- 
facturers asserted that between GO and 
70 per cent of the coat of lumber was 
labor, and that the demand for labor 
by. American lumbering interests would 
be materially Inoreaijed by the admis- 
sion of lumber from Canada. 

Tho select committee on pulp and 
paper investigation met today to dis- 
cuss tho various matters which will 
enter into their report to the house. 
It is understood they will recommend 
a considerable reduction in the duty on 
cheap print paper, and probably tlve re- 
moval of tlio tariff on ground wood, 
under such conditions as would secure 
tho free Importation of both pulp wood 
and ground pulp from Canada.

Next Sunday a mossed-iparade is to 
bo held at the drill ■ hair of the First 
Regiment of Canadian Artillery,; tho 
naval complement, from the Esquimalt 
station, tho garrison from Work Point, 
tho Campaigner's association and Im- 
perial Service club and the High 
School cadets. Tho plan Is to hold a 
.1oint parade and service, to be ad- 
dressed by His Lordship Bishop Per- 
rin, in memory of the men who fell in 
tho battle of Paardeberg. The memorial 
tablet In tho drill hall erected to tho 
memory of those who were killed In the 
gallant charge In that battle will be 
decorated and draped in honor of tho 
occasion. 

Preparations are under way for a 
mobilization schoniQ.^>t6Vbe'.carrled out 
in March to test thSiSlieea" in ■which 
the;B'lfth Regiment iCiA:jci&n' man tis 
defence .works iOn^BsquliJialt ana 'grit 
Intbvactlbn^aja'iltbuMH'ttn' invading force 
had •been'i'reported: oh ;the way to this 
city. Tho garrlisdn at Work Point la 
considered' as a nucleus force and tho 
work of manning the works would foTI 
upon tho militiamen. It is with a view 
of giving tho artillerymen the training 
required that tlio plana are being 
evolved for this mobilization, the regi- 
ment going through tho worlc practi- 
cally ns a rehearsal of an attempt to 
repel an Invasion of Esquimalt. 

In England tho same Idea has been 
carried out with success by tho terri- 
torial army. Excellent results v/ero 
recently achieved by a force In Essex, 
wlilch not only showed liow rapidly 
.such a moblU-za tlon can ho carried out, 
but also tho adaptability of motor ve- 
hicles for rapid transportation. AVIth- 
out warning the big corporation whistle 
was tooted long and loud at U.lB.o'clock 
one Sunday morning at Chlemsford, 
and as the citizens,- loifltea- from "their 
wlndow8jvthey.:.saw,;?i, yquns;. .'men in 
khakt^r;unnlns<j\g5vlth*.;tbair,tr rlHes lix 
baria. ?It was^ralnlns hard;at the time. 
Kor ' several ' Saturday nights past 
many of tliem had' slept In their uni- 
forms, so as to bo In readiness for a 
sudden Sunday morninij. turnout. Now 
that the .call liad coiijo they were all 
eagerness to respond to It. 

Exactly ten minutes after the tooter 
sounded the first man arrived at tho 
rendezvous, panting but proud. Others 
followed quickly on his heels. By a 
(juarter to ten there were 120 men on 
parade. Including a detachment from 
the village of Wrlttlo near by, which 
Iiad been stirred by tho music oC bugles 
at nine o'clock.

- The mobilization was con- 
sidered a most successful rehearsal ot 
the requirements If- an Invader had 
come.

The International Moldors' Union, 
according to . the quarterly report, 
states that out-of-work benefits have 
decreased. The sum of $159,916.20 was 
paid out in sick benollts, leaving in 
that fund a balance of $27,233.19. Dur- 
ing the year out-of-work stamps to 
the amount of $72,209,20 were Issued 
to Iceep unemployed mombors In good 
standing throughout tho country. A 
grand total of $2,266,178.70 has been 
paid In sick, out-of-work, death and 
disability benefits since tho Inaugura- 
tion of the present system in 1805.

The California State Bureau of La- 
bor statistics has issued its tlilrteenth 
biennial report. Tho report, which is 
tho largest ever Issued, consists of 300 
pages of very important statistical 
mutter, never before published in that 
State. The number of people employ- 
ed in California, their trades, hours, 
wages and conditions, are published.

Samuel Gompers is a man about 
fifty-seven years of ago. Ho was born 
in England but camo to tho United 
States when n boy. At ten years of 
age he worked in a cigar factory. All 
hi^ life lie has lived in an atmosphere 
of Labor. As President of , tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, lie has reach- 
ed the height, of his tam.bltlbh. Ho 
would ratl\er be at the head ' of : the la- 
bor movement, ho says, than in any 
other R6sltldn'.ln the world. At vari- 
ous times 'he has-been offered more 
lucrative "positions in other fields, but 
he has declined them all. As a pre- 
siding officer Mr. Gompers has few 
equals. As a public speaker ho makes 
one think of a steam engine which 
starts slowly and gathers force and 
momentum as It proceeds. Ho firmly 
believes that financial depressions 
and industrial panics are caused by 
wage reductions whjch lessen tho con- 
suming powers qf the workers,

In connection , with the ninth an- 
nual conference., of 'the Labor^ party, 
held at. Portsmouth,; £ng., a special 
conference a8sembled'"for the purpose 
of enabling organized labor to reiter- 
ate in the first place its demand that 
the community must courageously 
face tho problem of unemployment, 
and in the second place to renew tho 
adhesion of tho Labor Party to the 
generdliiafprlrioiples of the Right to 
AVork BIH."'- The Labor party urge 
that a programme of afforestation, re- 
clamation pf land, national road-malc- 
ing, co-operative small lioldings, vil- 
lage settlements, with farm colonics 
supplying the required training to en- 
able tho town population to take ad- 
vantage of these schemes, should be 
put into operation at once, To carry 
out this programme It is suggested 
that the national authorities should co- 
operate with the local authorities, but 
"the economic cause of unemployment, 
though modified, will not be removed 
by this."

The German Reichstag has finally 
passed a supplementary law which 
regulates the hours of labor for wo- 
men and children In industrial em- 
ployment. The main effect of tho law 
is to bring tho conditions of Industrial 
labor In this country into conformity 
with tho requirements of tho Berne 
convention of September, 1907, accord- 
ing to which there must be a night 
pause of 11 hours. The basis of tho 
now regulation is a maximum ten- 
hours day, but there are numerous ex- 
ceptions to this standard. Employers 
are to be allowed to extend the work- 
ing day for women from ten to 12 
hours not mora than 50 times a year, 
and upon condition that compensation 
la given by reduction of tho working 
day from ten hours for an equal num- 
ber of working days. Women are for- 
bidden to work In faotorios for an In- 
clusive period of eight weeks before 
and after a confinement, and in any 
case work must not be resumed dur- 
ing- tha -next six AVedn after confine-

runner of compulsory arbitration, with 
all its evils; and whereas, tho A. F. of 
,L. has been and, is still opposed to 
compulsory arbitration; therefore, be 
it resolved, that; the 28th annual con- 
vention of .th6:;A.'^;F. of L. rolndorse 
Its opposltloirii(;.t6fitlie -principles of 
compulsory arbltrEttion as contained 
in the "Townsendi, Bill," and recom- 
mend to our afrillated"' organizations 
that they use every, honorable means 
to apply tho principles of voluntary ar- 
bitration in disputes between thorn and 
their orhployers.

A -man beginning at 20,' with a cash 
payinent,,of $10, paying 25 . cents a

Judgment Against Dominion Govern- 
ment in Case of{Ojibway Lands 
at Lakei. 'of ^i^the: Woods 



Ottawa, Feb. 12. — In the eupronio. 
court this morning tho appeal of On- 
tario and tho Dominion of Canada 
was dismissed, Justices Glrouard and 
Davies dissenting. 

This Is the Ojlbway land case. In 
1873, by treaty tho tribe surrendered 
some fifty thousand eciuaro miles 
around Lake of tho \Voods. This tract 
was found to bo in Ontario and tho 
Dominion government after success- 
fully claiming a beneficial Interest in 
the lands, claimed reimbursement for 
moneys paid on the extinguishment of 
the Indian title. This claim is dis- 
missed. There will be an appeal to 
the privy council. 

At the opening of the court 'Chief 
Ju'atlco Flt-zpatrick rnforred to tho re- 
tirement ot Justice MacLennan. It was 
Ills privilege to have known him and 
get the benefit of his great logal ex- 
perience. Justice McLennan, who was 
deeply moved, made a suitable reply.

Explanation of Passage in War Secre- 
tary Haldane's Recent Speech 
on Army Affairs 



London, Feb. 13. — In reference to 
Secretary of War Haldane's speech re- 
garding the creation of an army of 
Empire and not of Great Britain, the 
Standard says' the resolution respect- 
ing a general staff passed at the last 
Imperial ;conferenco, was baaed upon 
tho principle, which was fully discussed 
at the conference, that the organiza- 
tion of tho military forces of tho em- 
pire for war must be preceded by the 
formation of a general staff, upon 
which all the self-governing states 
should be represented.

■ '■ portion of a leading article in the London 
Times of January 22 : "We repeat that the 
sole authority competent and constitntionall}'- 
entitled to determine the naval strength re- 
quired to satisfy, the paramount condition thus 
defined is the IBoard of Admiralty. If this 
authorit)' should be denied to it, if it should be 
usurped by the Cabinet or by any section of it, 
we cannot doubt that the members of tlie 
Board of Admiralty know their duty and will 
do it, as their predecessors did in 1893. There 
is no question here of our relations, good or 
bad, with any foreign Power, nor of any in- 
fluence which ■ the forthcoming visit of the 
King to Berlin should have on our accepted 
naval policy. It should have no such in- 
fluence. That is all eliminated, once for all, 
by the Prime Minister's definition of the two- 
Power standard, which refers it to any two 
Powers "whatever they arc and Wherever they 
may be situated." In defensive policy and ex- 
penditure, as Prince Bulow has just been, say- 
ing, "the best is only jiist good cnough";?nor 
can we forget that the German navy ■•biU'"6f 
1907, which automatically affi'.cts our own 
standard, Avas promulgated in Germany at tlie 
vcr}'- time when the German Emperor was 
staying in this countr}'. We take no excep- 
tion to that, but we claim the same liberty of 
choosing times and seasons as best suit the 
natiohal welfarei and convenience. Finally, we 
may take heart of grace from another signifi- 
cant utterance of the Prussian Minister who 
is also German Chancellor. "We cannot," he 
said, "and dare not save money on the ex- 
penditure for the army and the navy at the ex- 
pense of our readiness for battle and of the 
peace of the country." That is as true in Eng- 
land as it is in Germany.

The possibilit)"- of k 
discussion of naval armanents is frankly re- 
jected, owing to the fact that in German of-, 
ficial circles it is known that there is no room 
for it. 'Of course this reserve may be partly 
due to the discouraging results of previous at- 
tempts to take British affections by storm, but 
there is the best reason to believe that it is 
•to a s^^ extent thd result of direct of- 

fici<il inspiration. The suggestion, recently 
quoted from a Frcncii newspaper, that Ger- 
many might during the King's visit raise the 
problem of naval armaments is declared to be 
unfounded. No intention of the kind is en- 
tertained here, where it is said that the Gov- 
ernment has nothing to add.tb the last authori- 
tative statement on tlie subject made, by -Prince 
Bulow on December 10. It is added that the 
British Government is understood to regard 
that statement as satisfactory, and the VVil- 
helmslrassc is disposed to let the matter rest 
at that point. Some recent statements in the 
German Press show that there is a disposition' 
to wait for England to take an initiative if 
she wishes to do so, wdiicli is hardly expected. 
The Rhenish organ of the Centre party, the 
Kolnische Yolkszeitung, invites her to confess 
her sins at Constantinople, or, if that be too 
much, at least to keep silence and refrain from- 
defending herself against the charges made in 
Vienna and Ijcrlin. Herr vom Ratli, a retired 
diplomatist and nicmber of tlic Prussian Diet, 
says in Der Tag that the meetings of Cronbcrg 
and Windsor and the assurances of friendship 
and reconciliation have left things as they were 
before. It remains to be seen whether Eng- 
land is prepared: to change hcr'att^ to Ger- 
many, or regards tlie 'visit bfi lier King liierely 
as an act of courtesy.

A Paris' correspondent writes: There has 
been published here a really magnificent illus- 
trated volume of 358 
THE ENTENTE pages, entitled "The Book 
CORDIALE of the Entente C&rdiale," 
which gives an apparent- 
ly impartial and adequate account of the inter- 
esting events leading up to the rapprochement 
between France and England, The book is 
published both in an English and' in a French 
edition, and both French and English contribu- 
tors-have participated in its production. It 
has been printed at Bordeaux on "alpha" per- 
fection paper made by Grosvenor, Chater & 
Co., of London, and specially prepared by the 
Paris house of Jules Breton. 

After an interesting historical introduction, 
which reveiews AngloiFrench relations during 
the igth century/ the -author gives a' detailed 
record of the Kmg's visit to France, and of M. 
Loubet's visit to England. More than 100 
pages are devoted to the various "demonstra- 
tions" of the entente cordiaie ; each separate 
chapter, such as the interchange of visits be- 
tween P'rcnch and English members of l^arlia- 
■ment, sailors-, professroiial and business men 
and University professors, being copiously il- 
lustrated with fcprddu'ctions of photographs. 
The book constitutes, indeed, a complete al- 
bum of persons and scenes connected with the 
entente, .Part HI. is not the least interesting, 
.an'd;.is,' perhaps, the most important portion of 




this attractive volume.' It deals with the,econ- 
omic and commercial results of the entente. 

The work might almost be called monu- 
mental. It deserves this epithet, not merely 
tbecause of its ample dimensions, the abuh- 
' dance of its illustrations, and its matiy techni-- 
cal perfections; but also because;;.g||th||e^^ 
ate way in which its several partg>Iiave^pi^^^ 
treated by evidently competent aiithorities. 
It is published by subscription, and the most 
superficial inspection of it makes the reader 
wonder why the list of subscribers contains so 
relatively few English names.

He 
said he had reason to be 
grateful to the City of Birmingham, for the 
figures showed that Birmingham had taken a 
greater stride thp ;^ri3^ttij|^geaM 
adding to the national-^resources for home de- 
fence. But the^ niost widely-spread fear and 
apprehension at present Avas not apprehension 
about national defences so much as about the 
spread of what was called Socialism. (Hear, 
hear.) It was affecting credit, and it was af- 
fecting many other things. The history of this 
country afforded to his mind a very remark- 
able refutation of the Marxian doctrine. That 
doctrine depended on two propositions — first, 
that capital was a monopoly in a few.; hands, 

.andi, secondly, that labor was thie 'e'xcfusive 
source of wealth. Were either of those' things 

-ti-ue? , The Joint Stock. Companies Acts ' of 

.1856 and 1862 initiated a revolution in econ- 
bhiic conditions. .The result had been .that 
capital had become more and more available. 
It was no longer a monopoly today. Capital 
competed in the market for employment, such 
was its amoiiri't. Ever^^at:;this;i^ 

nvas plenty of ;capital':a:yailabje; had piebpleybhly 
confidence. (jGheers,) .On the other hand,' the 

:remuneration of labor had not gone down. The 
machine had taken the place of unskilled labor, 
and skill, because it was so vital, was more 
and.,more: highly remunerated. The source of 
wealth was. knowledge and science. (Cheers.) 



Amateur Photography 




AST Aveek I dealt with the camera 
and everything appertaining to the 
same, and although the information 
was perhaps a little concise, I took 
into consideration that the average 
amateur is already well acquainted 
with the camera proper. Again, I can always 
advise on the purchase of a camera, according 
t6 the individual requirements, thereby saying 
a lot of space which would not ^•interest -tlie 
average photographer, who has already a cam- 
era. I intend to deal this week with plates 
and films, and advise as far as possible, as to 
the selection, for any particular work. 

The first thing to be considered is the 
brand of plate used, and here I Avould strong- 
ly advise the worker to decide on some par- 
ticular brand and stick to it. The brands I 
have used for many years are Imperial, Seeds, 
and Cramers,, all j;pf^^.l^^ are sound, reliable 
plates. iOpinibqs' ^Ufen as to which particular 
brand is the best." One worker will swear by 
one brand and another equally efficient wor- 
ker by another. Yet both may be right. It is 
because the worker has probably got to un- 
derstand the particular plate he advocates. 
There arc, of course, many other Ijrands of 
])lates that, in the opinion of thousands of 
])hotograpIiers, arc equally as good as the 
above. Anyway, I think 1 can safely state 
that any plate with a good reputation can be 
■used with the best of result-s, but I would cer- 
•|tainly advise the amateur to get' on to a good 
{brand of plates and stick to it, as by chopping 
and chajiging, the results will not be uniform, 
and the worker will always be in doubt as to 
Avhether the defects arc his fault, or the 
■plates'. ' As the thougitt occurs to me, 1 may 
add that it is seldom that the plate is in fault, 
■very seldom indeed. 

After selecting tlie brand of plate and hav- 
ing made up your mind to stick to it first 
study the maker's formula, and the general 
directions ; the reason is tiiis. Every manu- 
facturer of photographic plates and papers, 
etc., employs his own chemists, and it is the 
business of these chemists to put out formu- 
las that will give the best;^i)ossible results for 
that particular plate, .aridfthe'^^fact that they 
are practical chemists and have a thorough 
knowledge of the cherhical. properties of the 
brand of plate they are working on, places 
thc^m in the best position to know the correct 
developer to use. Yet, in spite of this, I have 
known many amateurs to try nearly every 



formula and developer £ published. Let us 
then make iipibuf niiii'ds to' s brand 
of plates and one formula. In all brands 
there is a full range of different speeds, v/hich 
means that some, plates are much more sensi- 
tive to light than others, and it is right here 
that many an amateur makes a serious mis- 
take. He gets the fastest plate on the market, 
and either horribly overexposes, or imagines 
that he can take pictures at a i.ioo of a 
second abotit 10 o'clock at night in Beacon 
Hill Park. Generally, however, he ; overex- 
poses to such an extent that the resulting 
negative is useless. 

It is hard for the beginner to realize that 
it requires very little light to record a view, 
etc., on the plate. The consequences are that 
when he develops his fast plate, the emulsion 
is so thin that there is no latitude, and as soon 
as it is in the developer it is right through to 
the back, and at that ■ stage practically im- 
possible to save. So ni}' earnest advice not 
only to the amateur l^ut to the more advanced 
.worker, is always to u.se a slow plate when- 
ever circinnstance.s will permit. B}' using a 
slow plate the emulsion is thicker and there is' 
so much more latitude, which means that in 
the case of slight over-cxpo.sure or underex- 
posm-e thc^|negatiy<^;;-can;;!,,0e^^ developed to be 
equal to a .correctly, exposed plate. 
: The slow Iplate;^^^ give the best 

r.esults in architelctural work. Landscape, 
copying, still life, etc., in fact any subject 
where there; is not too much movement to al- 
low of a long exposure. 

On the photographic plate, the colors are 
received according to their actinic power. For 
an example, red, Ijeing non-actinic, does not 
effect the sensitive surface of the plate and 
consequently prints black, yellow or green do 
not effect the plate to tlie extent *they 
should do, and therefore print much darker 
than they appear in nature. On the other 
hand, blue is very actinic and effects the plate 
almost as nmch as white, so in photographing 
a subject in which there .'are/ailot! of colors, to 
obtain the best results, it is':advisal3ie to cither 
use a ray filter, or to use a plate that is color 
corrected. 

The plate that in my opinion gives mar- 
velous results in this direction is the Imperial 
Non Filler (N. F.) plate. With this plate, the 
emulsion is stained with dyes, .so that'in pho- 
tographing a large range of colors, the plate 
is effected pro ratio, etc.^ red in the resulting 



print is dark grey, yellow a brighter grey, 
hlue prints grey instead'of white and so on. 
The only tihie; I'L can see where a fast plate is 
reqiiired, is ' .fbr instantaneous work on a dull 
day, or on- occasions where only a very short 
exposure can be given. l|acked plates are al- 
ways necessai-y - in photographing interiors.

ACCIDENTS TO ATHLETES 

- Games and athletipj\sports may, first and 
last, be responsible'"' fqr>^ so ..many kinds of 
bodily injur)' that -it' would be imj)o"ssibIe to 
enumerate them ; but they may be divided, for 
convenience, into two ,group.<. 

There is first the kind of injury that results 
from external violence or from incorrect use 
of the bod}' in the inuuediale game. Under 
this head would come all cases of bruises, 
sprains, contusioiis and strains. The second 
group would include all functional Ircublcs, 
such as heart strain, insonuiia, or impaii-mei't 
of function in any of tlie organs of tli ^ 'body. 

■ In the first class, where tlie bruises and 
sprains are the direct result of the inevitable 
rough and tumble of the game, as in football, 
there is nothing to be done about it except 
to draw up and abide by rules which elimin- 
ate unncces.sary violence and then meet the 
fortunes of war. On the other hand, tnerc is 
an immense amount of bruising and syrraining 
which might be avoided by proper training. 

Proper training — grachwil training — means 
a.^ much as anything else. Muscles and ten- 
dons will not submit to insult witii my bet- 
ter grace than the rest of the body, anil when 
ihcy are called upon -,.0 perform tasks they 
have had no preparation for they wii! almost 
certainly rebel. 

A physician who speaks from tlic enor- 
mous experience in this line of work gaine.d in 
a large colle.gc town makes the interesting 
statement that in his experience there are 
more strains and sprains occurring in the first 
few weeks of the October term than at ony 
other time of the year^vHe argues that in the 
long vacation the 'a\^era'ge undergraduate ' is 
not calling upon his 'muscles f6r.;i any -.very 
violent exercise, and that on his retitrn to col- 
lege lie demands too much of thcni too stid- 
denly. " '■ ' ■ ' 

Temperature also makes a great difference 
to the ahtletc. In warm, damp weather move- 
ments may be made with impunity which 
Avb.tlld^irgstt^^^^ trouble in dry, frosty weather. 
' ■; vThe':.train^ will take care to have 

his liinbs' sponged with warm water before he 
starts,' and' the sophomore who stands around 
the field half-;dressed and getting chilled 
through is doing a foolish thing. 



"Letters of a Chinese Boy" 




HE following very interesting letter 
was received from a Chinese boy 
who has gone on a visit to his own- 
country. His teiacher has very kin.d-^ 
ly given the editor permission to 
publish it. If boys and girls only 
..knew how much pleasure their letters afford 
to their teacher they would oftener write af- 
lt^r.th!?y leave school. The letter is beautiful- 
lyi'-'alinbst perfectly written, and it would be 
many years before any Canadian boy could 
express himself as well in the Chinese lan- 
guage as this lad has done in English: 

Hongkong, China, Nov, 19, 190S, 
. ".My dear Teacher,— ■ 

When I decided tb visit Hongkong I make 
a party with my several companions. I was 
so sorry and melancholy which I' separated 
my teachers and schoolmates. When we em- 
barked on the ss. Bellerophon, and seems to 
be surprising ni}- mind. She leaved at Octo- 
ber 2nd and set to journey. 

"Couple days later I -with my several com- 
panions, reading in the room at evening, and 
suddenly heard sbme^gloaming sounds'in next 
room. So in this, I opened the door and went 
to sec the matter. It was knew that a lady 
which mortally ill. I enquired some of the 
gentlemen, they declared^ that this lady is em- 
barked from Seattle. In next three days, this 
lady died. In that evening I got an horrible 
vision, which I ever so dismayed before. 

"My friend soon went sound asleep, snor- 
ing freely. But 1, one way or another, could 
not sleep at all. 1 tried and tried to sleep but 
in vain. Thousand of thoughts went through 
my brain. All the ghost stories which I had 
heard by the fireside when I was, a little boy 
came back to me. While -I-;was thus . filled 
with those dreadful thbughts, J suddenly 
seemed to have heard a sigh coming from the 
direction of next room, which drove all my 
doleful thoughts away for a moment. I lis- 
tened. 7\.ll was .silent. The wind howling 
mournfully over the sea, the waves rushing 
swiftfully in the ocean. My friend still snor- 
ing as before. I assured myself that there was 
no sigh. It was only my imagination. So I 
was again reviewing those ghost stories in m.y 
mind, suddenly there came another sigh, which 
was nibrc anguish,' more horrid ajtd more dis- 
tinct. I became petrified and I listened. I 
Inillcd my coverings up to the very top of my 
head, leaving only a little space through which 
I peeped out. One more sigh, a pale, ghastly 



lady came to my. cabin ; with her hair flying 
oyer, her face,- her ■ ; hideous eyes searching 
;;i.;ajrotind, :and her tongue hanging out of her 
{^--ih^^ I forgot myself. 

' My hair stood up on their ends! My veins 
were frozen! My heart ceased beating! I 
was so frightened that I even forgot to cry. 
She hopped, she wagged her bloody tongue, 
she came to my friend, she bent over him, and 
she blew into his mouth. She came to me. I 
held my breath as if I was dead. She blew at 
me, and her breath went through my bones 
and my veins, and it froze my blood! Then 
she gone. I felt my heart, and, I assured my- 
self that I was not. dead. I rubbed ni}"^ eyes 
and. saw that it was broad daylight,* and- that 
my friend was standing brushing his hair.' I 
told my friend my vision during the night, and 
told him that I would have die were it not for 
their call. 

"In 17th I saw multitudes of Japanese fish- 
ing boats, further discovering three forts lies 
triangle in the entrance which arriveing Yo- 
kohama. In that day there were crowding and 
crowding of Japanese peoples in the streets, 
and also the warships licing along the water 
which knew that they welcome the American 
Fleets. I spent a day there including to To- 
kyo, one hour train from/'-i-Yokohamai I saw 
four Japanese temples-hear Tbkyo'ih the train. 
In evening I returned to the boat, and saw the 
luminous electric lights in the warships, and 
beautiful fireworks in the water. ,. Earl)r,' next

"Three days later, we arrived Kobe ; -i I- 
spent a quiet of time there. Next day (22nd) 
arrived Moji for coal. This is interesting coal 
place, good situated, and seems to be find cli- 
mate. The Japanese laborer (men and wo- 
men) haul the coal closely to the boat, and 
then shovel full in the small baskets, quickly 
pass on up one to another, different viewing 
altogether.

As; St. Valentine's , Day cdraws near the 
shops of bakers and confectioners blossom 
forth' with cakes and bonbon boxes of every 
shade of red in" the form of hearts, transfixed 
with cruel pasteboard darts, while Cupids 
•bearing trays of sweetmeats adorn the win- 
dows to do honor to that good bishop who is 
the patron saint of matchmakers. 

/The fathers of the early church used the 
mantle of this worthy man , to coyer a pagan 
custom they could not persuade their converts 
to abandon. It was in February that the Ro- 
'mans , celebrated the Lupercalia in honor of 
Juno /and Pan arid chose companions of the 
opposite sex with whom to lionor these gods. 
No pious invention of Christian priests could 
be found to replace that worship of Dan Cupid, 
so^dear to human nature, so the festival of St. 
Valentine took the place of the Lupercalia, as 
the Festival of Longing liearts. . 
: ■ England. is the, countrywin .which the^spnd- ^fc 
ing of valeritiriefs 'lias';founcl' most fayorl^peii^"" 
haps, :for the reason that^whjle.: the; ;;: 
swain is quite as amative as his coiisins^'on the 
Continent he does not possess the same agile 
tongue, nor is he as bokl in his declaration of 
affection. He therefore early adopted the cus- 
tom of using tender verses or delicately sug- 
gestive pictures for personal advances. Home 
niade t'erses and original dra^y^rigs /^depicting 
or in some way indicating the .\\rarm .desire of 
the artist to be forever united '-.with.-the, object 
of his desire were the forerunners of those 



manufactured pictures and chap books of "ap- 
propriate rhymes" greatly in vogue between 
1780 and 1830. / , 

How extensive was the demand for these 
gems, of literature and art can. be concluded 
from the fact that two thousand valentines -and 
sixty chap books have escaped oblivion,, and 
now form the collection of Mr. prank House 
Baer, of Cleveland, Ohio. 

The earliest of . the little, books in this 
unique collection was published in 1797, thus 
antedating by some years the specimen pre- 
served in the British Museum. "The. Annual 
and Universal Valentine Writer," for such is 
his title, opens vvith the following effusion: 

Hark, the birds sweetly sins ' * 
To welcome the spring, " 
Each bird Is a-wooing:, 
The doves aro a-cooing; ' 

In pairs how they happily join. 
Like them, let us wop, v 
Bo contented and true,- . ■ • ■ , " 
'. , , For this la St Valentine. . , . .. .. 
' The last One of th books apeAred in 
1830^ and since that time St. Valentine has by 
degree?; ;>vithdrawn his shrine from public 
view; to set it up in the nursery. The decay 
of sentiment , which began to l)c pronounced 
in the last generation aud is scarcely fashion- 
able among the practical young lads and la.s- 
sies of today, causes tliosc ingenious missives, 
which in 1830 were considered the expression 
of manly feeling and maiden-ii^n.dqruess, to be 
regarded as antiquated cimq'sities. Because 
vjjpresent day .fashion, despises the simplicity of 
the old time yalchtihe, the shy or keenly sensi- 
tive suitor djircs not venture to test the res- 
pdrisive-teinper of desired swccllieart b}' deli- 
cate, insinuating verses, nor may a languish- 
ing maid tempt her tardy sweetheart to become 
more eager by encouraging him with a valen- 
tine to speak and;'bd:7)5lfcccssfyl4;;^^ many 
timid hearts are left! lonely, -and aching by the 
decline of the privileges -once '"accorded this 
popular saint's day. ■- '1 ». . 

Judging from the number and diversity of 
the rhymes contained in the sixty pamphlets 



now in iMr. Bafer's possession, all the poetas- 
ters in the United Kingdom must have been 
kept busy for v»^ceks composing these gerns. 
The, tradespeople are furnished with ;bbld and 
■ eager verses, which not' only tell , of love, but 
pleasingly advertise business, Und with appro- 
' j^TOflt^^puns bristle. The convenient little vol- 
^^^iinipSf leave no tradesman who can hold a pen 
unprovided with eloquent copy in which to 
speak his love. The staymaker, the dyer, the 
oil man and the weaver and countless others 
are helped in their wooing, and even the 
schoolmaster is not neglected. In tender verse 
he declares : 

'. The' I.liavo many pupils, yet 

From thee love's lessons I nnuat got, 
My case Is Vocative — the same mood 
Bo thine — that must ba understood. 

Pretty poor poetry for a schoolmaster, but 
a fair sample of its kind! . .■ 

In "Everybody's Valentine" even "a per- 
son of low occupation" is made to woo 'with 
calm dignity. •

The titles of these old pamphlets are most 
alluring. There is "Cupid's Festival," "Cupid's 
Budget," "Cupid's Cabinet and Court of 
Love," "Polite Valentine Writers," "Rhapso- 
dies and Pastimes," and, finally, select verses 
for the , "Belles and Bucks Who Throng to 
Hymen's Court." ' • ' . . 

v,The trlie labor of^Jove is yisible iri.a' home- 
made valentine which is. one of the gems of 
Mr.' Baer's collection. Ingeniously arid indus- 
triously cut out with ai penlcnife and then 
tastefully colored, no text was needed to' de- 
;fine the depth of sentiment. 
, ) Among the cherished old papers of many 
■faiiiilies could be found reminders of the time 
when the celebration of St. Valentine's Day 
was a serious matter, but these sacred docu- 
ments rarely become public, property and the 
flimsy paper and faded-tirikvareresp^ 
the destruction of the; mb^typreci6u's_'of ' these 
treasures. A bold sailor boy who Sailed away 
from Nantucket at least a century ago sent 
back from the high seas to the object of his 
choice a valentine which, made of a linen 
handkerchief, had defied time. In the centre 
he drew an elaborate true lovers' knot in 
sepia. The ribbon curls arid twists gracefully 
towards tiie four corners, where hearts, 
torches, .wreaths and emblems dear to a sweet- 
heart's imagination fill all the space. On the 
four sides he has inscribed his sentiments in 
original verses, through which float _ stout 
Cupids attendant on lean sentimental maidens. 
His attempt at poetry reads thus : 

On February the Thirteenth day 
' ' My Valentino I drew. 

When every one did choose his love 
• My choice fell then on you. 



As Shure as Grapes grow on tho vme 

I drew thee for my Valentine, 
Tbe Lotts were cast, and then I drew. 

And fortune granted It be you.

The .recipient, as was quite proper, took

merit not only does the sentiment grow strong- 
er, but the handw-riting changes from a flow- 
ingf Italian penmanship to the most rugged 
backhand, as if hurried on by emotion :

My Much Respected Sir---I came ■ver'y^iiiaf!'?^^ 
forgetting that this was a very imijortarit day, 
but I shall neycr forget the time when I first 
saw .you.

of British Columbia's Oldest White Settler 





)ECENTLY^tKer^5(^ed r-ittSooke . the 
oldest white settler in British Co- 
lumbia — ^John Muir. ■ 'The snowfall 
lof the days previous to his demise 
^had ^ made;.; travelling difficult, so 
much so that many^of the old-time 
friends and acquaintances of the deceased 
were imable to attend, but in spite of snow, 
bad weather, roads and cold upwards of a 
hundred gathered at the old Muir homestead, 
'Woodside,' to pay their last respects to this, 
veteran pioneer and to follow the slow cor- 
tege to"his last resting placejfth^||famiiy's^ 
vate burial ground .pn thei?tcM*h1s|OT'icJ^^ 
at Sooke. There in a quiet clearing ih^a cor-_ 
ner of the. fir virbbds he wa's laid to rest, where- 
he in years gorie by had helped to lajr" away 
three generations , of Tiis family. 
■ K ;iVictoria, -Metchosin, ' Sooke, Otter Point 
•artd'othcr places ' sent 'their' representatives, 
while amongst those wlio came to witness and 
to riiourn were some of the native Indians, for 
they, too, had known and trusted John Muir 
for upwards of half a century. In this little 
snow-covered 'God's Acre' were to be seen the 
graves of Mr. John Muir, snr., who died in 
1883, that of Annie Miller his wife, who at the 
"age of seventy-five years died in 1875 ; Robert 
and Michel, the brothers of the deceased; 
Andrew, the elder^]3rother, having been buried 
in the old Quadra SE'cem in tliis city; 
Robert, one of Mr. Robert's sons; Maisie, vyifc 
of Adam Ross, who was Mr. Michel's eldest 
daughter, and John and Andrew, the two elder 
'sons of the deceased, together with several 
others of the fartiily and their connections. 
The services", "which, both at Woodside and 
, the.grave were taken by the Rev. J. W. Burns, 
. the missionary for tiiat district, were from the 
.•solemn ritual of the Presbyterian Church. As 
pall-bearers there were two of the nephev/s of 
the deceased, John S. and Willie Muir, to- 
gether with' Henry Ella of Victoria, Arthur 
Pratt of Colwood, Henry Hclgeson of Met- 
chosin, and John Murray of Soolce. Floral 
tributes were sent down by Hon, C. E. Pooley, 
of Victoria, who also attended the funeral;

"By the death of Mr, Muir, Vancouver Is- 
land, and in fact British Columbia, loses its 
oldest settler. Veritable father of old-timers, 
he came in 1849, landing from the Harpooneer 
at Victoria on ist June of that year. 

The deceased was born in 1828 at Airdrie, 
Scotland, living for some time in Kilmarnock 
— famous by the poet Burns, of whom Mr. 
Muir was an ardent adniirer — Glasgow ' and 
Irvine. Intended for the medical profession, a 
serious injury to the right hand, which was 
ever afterwards crippled, led him to forego 
that ambition and to enter upon the calling o.f 
a. chemist, but before cp.mpletion of his sttidies 
he accompanied his family to this -prbylnice, 
where he has resided for but a fe\v'>m 
"short of 60 years. . ': y--:' 

From "The Private Diary of An'drew Muir 
from 9th November 1848," a most interesting 
lock-clasped volume now in the possession of 
Mr. Douglas Muir of Sooke, it appears that 
Mr. John Muir, snr,, the father of the deceased* 



"and grandfather of the now remaining reprc- 
s'eritatives of the family entered into a three- 
years'' contract with "the' Governor and Gen- 
tlemen Adventurei-s trading into Hudson's 
.Bay" to .come to Vancouver's Island to dig 
coals at Fort Rupert. Sailing from London on 
the Harpooner on 29th November, 1848, he 
was accompanied by his wife, four sons, An- 
drew, the writer of the diary, who was after- 
wards the first sheriff of Vancouver Island, 
-dying in; 1860 ; John, Robert, late of Sooke, 
where he died 27th January, 1901, and Michel, 
also well known here, who died 15th Janaury, 
1888, and one daughter Marion, Avho, marrying 
a.Dr. Trenchard, lived at Astoria, where she 
died, in 1904, Some 10 others made up the 
party, am'ongst them being Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor, whose descendents still live in Nan- 
aimo; James Rose, W. Macdonald, and 
Cooper. 

Tlie voyage was uneventful, save for a mu- 
tiny of the sailors about their food, (the diary 
showing that the 16 passengers had ample 
cause to do likewise for bad beef served them), 
. and a landing at Juan Fernandez Island, where 
peacjies, . quinzes, fish arid goats, were had in 
abundance. The population of this island is 
given as, 7 at that time, six Spaniards and one 
American, all living very happily. Seven 
months brought them to their journey's end, 
Victoria being reached on ist June, 1849. 
Here they stayed unLil 27th August until the 
brig "Mary Dare" took them to Fort Rupert. 

There a blood-curdling reception was given 
them. Taken by Blinkinsop the H. B. factor 
there, into the fort for protection from the In- 
dians, the latter gathered to see the first white 
• woman visitor that had come amongst them, 
and as of old, they brought presents. Sixteen 



human heads were ' pfp^tfced— -trophies of in-, 
ter-tribal wars — and Mrs. Muir invited to take 
lier choice and to take two. Blinkinsop 's ad- 
ministration does not appear to have been a 
happy one. At all cye'fits he did not get along 
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with the coal miners. Brought out to mine, 
they refused to become the common laborers 
of the fort and arrest, confinement, irons and 
bread and water followed. The seams of coal, 
too, were there, and though one ship,- the Eng- 



land, was loaded," the diary states that by the 
29th April, 1 850, jihe^iMcQregors, Andrew and 
John Muir ha.d becoriiie^disguste^^^^ the sit- 
uation and the injustice of their employers, 
and on 2nd July, 1850, left in a canoe "determ- 
ined to make for some Christian country." 
After sorrie days the canoe was picked up by 
the England and on 20th July they reached 
San Francisco, Avhere'the coal was sojd for 
$28.00 per ton. . • . . . 

After4|i)ending a few months.- there the 
party cVmc'^nprth to Astoria, where they re- 
mamed nearly a year." Returning to Victoria 
they found that their father, jvho, on leaving 
Fort Rupert had opened up the mine at Nan- 
auno, where the late Joseph W. McKay had 
been shown coal by an old Indian, and who 
after a year or so had had more trouble with 
the H- B. Co. officials, had at last abandoned 
their service and settled at Sooke. 

The beautiful shores of Sooke Harbor had 
been the choice of the first bona fide settler in 
B. C, excepting always the servants of the 
fur trading corporation. Capt. W. C. Grant, 
of Highland extraction, on resigning his cav- 
alry commission, had come out from England 
with eight servants. These latter appear to 
have been fellow ' passengers on the Har- 
pooner with the Muirs, Capt, Grant coming 
across the isthmus of Panama. Settling at 
Sooke, he built his home and began some 
farming operations, but soon tiring of the iso- 
lation he left for San Francisco, his farm, 
lots I, 2, and 3, being purchased by the 
Muirs, whose home is ' thus historic 
as the first homestead of the province. 
About the same time settlement in Met- 
ch'osin was begun by Cooper, the Vines, 
and Weirs, the latter arriving on the Norman 



The Horseshoe Emblem of Good Luck 



Of all the emblems of good fortune, the 
horseshoe stands among the first,- Everybody 
knovvs.it is unlucky to pass a horseshoe on the 
road vvithout picking it up. It is luck.eniblem 
of the greatest power. Again, we are. indebted 
for this statement to old tales, centuries^n'agc, 
that have descended from father to son; from 
mother to daughter, through the years. 

It is necessary to notice how tlie horseshoe 
lies before- picking it up. If the ends arc away 
from one, the sign is that fortune will be with- 
in grasp, but by extravagance, carelessness, or 
the operation of rogues, it" may depart almost 
as soon as it comes. A sign to take care is 
given, therefore. - 

The right thing to do is to turn the horse- 
shoe around, so that the ends are toward the 
finder, before picking it up. And in carryin.ii 
it home it is correct to hold it with the ends 
upward or the earth will. attract to itself all the 
promised fortune..:^ . :. • 
- ;; When the shoe ,ig nailed , up ..on .door or 
wiridowi in Its; destined place itlie ericffe must be 
upward, '^or the whole luck emblem will be 
nullified. Instead of keeping evil spirits away, 
the shoe, in the wrong position, will attract 
them ! Instead of bringing good fortune, the 
luck of the house will be diverted 



It is supposed that the element of electricity 
enters into the m,aj;t^it;^a^TOni|th 
ceeds, a current oiE b.eh'eficentrra^^^ 
the ends upward, will spread over the house 
as a protecting influence; with the ends down- 
ward, the good rays are drawn into the all-...\; 
receiving, all-giving earth, and with theni''.- 
many of the good influences that are about the 
place. 

A century ago it was very common to see 
upon a cowshed door the horseshoe that scared 
off witches who would milk the cov/s.or dry 
them up. Nowadays they arc not so common, 
yet here and there they are still seen. 

The old myth's repay reseai'ch. The luck 
of the horseshoe has a most respectable begin- 
ning. . It .is traced to the religion of the old 
Greeks and their sea god Poseidon, who was 
identical witli tiic Roman sea god Neptune. 

To Poseidon horses wcfc sacred, and to 
him they were sacrificed. Poseidon was be- 
lieved to have createdvtliejfirst horse when he 
struck the ground w.ith his trident and a hor^ 
sprang from the hole, which afterward became _ 
a spring. The sea god was the lord of springs, " 
To" hi hi all sprin.gs were ascribed. ,m~ In ■ j- the 
shape of a horse .he sometim"es.?!Waridercd ; by 
the shores of his ocean domain, 'and vvhere he 



struck his hoofs deeply there the waters gtished 
out and permanent springs were found. 

This is the reason why horseshoes are 
reckoned lucky, Going'^to the root of the mat- 
ter, one sees a" nature myth as the root prin- 
ciple. From the sea all rain comes, and to the 
's^li'' all- springs owe primal origin ; and to the 
rain and the fresh waters, sea derived, we owe 
all fertility on earth,. 

Pegasus, the winged horse, from whose 
hoofs the water springs gushed copiously when 
he came to earth, has been credited with the 
origin of the horseshoe luck. 

Some legends called him the son of Posei- 
don, and therefore gifted l)y his father with 
power to call the waters from the earth. Other 
legends state that Pegasus sprang from the 
trunk of Gorgon Medusa, after Perseus had 
cut off her head. He had the power of .pro- 
ducing famous, springs which gave the gift, of 
poesy, of. art,, of intellectual powers. From 
these springs the muses drank yearly. 

The horseshoe, was a specific against earth- 
quakes. It would keep a house safe from 
harm by earth shaking. Again, one perceives 
the sea myth — Poseidon was the shaker of the 
earth. 



Morrison, which also in 1850' brought out Dr. . . 
Helmcken as the first medical practitioner and ' 
subsequently the first magistrate in the colony 
togetlier with about 80 other passengers. 

Settling in Sooke, Mr.. John, ias he was best 
known, took a leading share in the agricul- 
tural pursuits of the family, the other Brothers 
devoting the greater part of their attention/jto 
lumbering. - A -mill iwas soon,' erected, at the 
head of the inner harbor, where Mill Stream 
empties into Ashe's Bay. This was subse- 
quently moved to the northwest corner of -the 
outer bay, or harbor, where the shallow 
mud flats necessitated much rafting to get the 
output of the sawmill out to the vessels being 
loaded. Later again the mill was moved up 
near Woodside, as the old homestead was now 
called, instead of Achirnoch (Gallic, Home on 
the Moors) as Grant had called it. 

In addition to the manufacture of lumber 
the family went extensively into the pile trade, 
expprting(|the|sp^ dia- 
trictfta SarifF 

South America, Australia, China arid England. 
Some of these lumbering operations were'car- 
ried on at a creek a, few miles down the coast 
which still bears the family; riaine.; . In those 
daj^Sooke Harbor was one;of ithe, busyA;wat- . 
erswMn^ youthful colony, ships '^Vomihg'aiid 
going or waiting in the stream for cargoes, 
regular communication with Victoria being 
■soon established by the steamer Woodside, 
which Mr, Muir built in 1878, This staunch 
vessel was wrecked in 1888 on the big spit at 
the mouth of the bay. 

About 15' years ago the lumber business . 
was discontinued, and the old homeSteadsfhivf.- ' 
ing been divided \Mr. John and his spns * con-^ 
tinued to farm ^e beautiful stretch of prairie 
that extends out to the straits. Here he spent 
the long tranquil years of his increasing years, 
surrounded by his loving family and enjoying 
the affection and esteem of a wide circle of 
neighbors and friends. The great shock of his 
later years was that of 29th Dec, 1900, when 
his two elder sons, John and Andrew, were 
killed in a runaway accident a few miles from 
their home. Recovering from this sad be- 
reavement, the old gentleman, held his own 
bravely for years, and up to the day before his 
death was up and about in good spirits and 
health. That evening, however, an attack of 
weakness came on, and on being aicjed 
to bed his strerigth gradually diminished 
until by 3 a.m. on Frid^iy his end appeared ap- 
proachingj Medical aid was summoned, but 
as morning grew on he grew weaker and 
weaker until about 9 o'clock life faded away. . 
His end was peaceful. Heavy with the burden - 
of 81 years he fell asleep. 

In 1873 the deceased married an Irish lady. 
Miss Annie Welsh, who now survives him, to- 
gether with two cliildrcn, Douglas and Katie, 
the latter being Mrs. Harvey. Both are still 
at. Sooke, His Idndly disposition made him 
many friend.s, his hospitality has delighted 
numberless visitors, and while not often seen 
in Victoria of recent years, there are few but 
remember well his erect carriage and bearing, 
his happy smile, and his fondness for a joke or. - 
good story. In his decease, one of the landr 
marks of the province has been removed; 
deeply regretted by all who knew hitik ; r 
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CONCERNING HEAT . 

Hoat. says a sciontltic writer, Is that which pro- 
■ (luces warmth. This does not seem to bo a very lucid 
definition and recalls that given by another writer 
who defines the other aa "that which undulates," but 
if you try your hand at a deHnltlon of heat you will 
nnd It not easy to Improve upon the above.' Wo. know 
that some things' are warmer than others, and' that 
which causes the difference Is called heat. It Is closo- 
ly rolated to light and electricity, If indeed, It Is not 
identical with them. It can be measured, yet it has 
no dimonaions; it cannot bo weighed; it is invisible; 
it produces effects upon 'matorlarthings, yet In abso- 
lutely Intangible.' -Hence " It seems , 'to bo' a force and 
j.not a substanco, althoiigliUt.ia-not very long ago that 
j!^!tlietnidsti.leiir^^^ to thlnlci It Is a 

substance. ' Ihd4'ed/''thW arrangedi a:s number of 
supposed entities Into what they called a class of 
"Imponderable substances." When it Is said tliat heat 
Is imponderable, or In other words that it has no 
weight, mention should be made of its effect upon the 
weight of substances. A specific mass of matter when 
warm Is neither heavier nor lighter when warm than 
when it Is cold, yet warm air Is lighter than 
cold air, warm water is lighter than cold water, a 
cubic inch of: red. hot.lroni js., lighter than a cubic Incli 
,'of-,cold iron,>nd/a|'<!ulilc^lnch of,',warm mercury very 
'aiiuch lighter *'than''a "cubic of cold mercury. The 
reason of this Is that heat expands many substances. 
There is loss air In a heated room than in a cold 
room; the mercury, which when warm, Olla the bulb 
and tube of a thermometer, only fills the bulb when 
It is cold. This expanding power of heat is of lucal- 
1^ culable advant;age, and It also ?nay prove a source of 
.danger. A familiar example of ;th6?.?xpansive force'lbf 
iieat is afforiled by the common practice or puttiiig-a 
tire on a wagon wheel. One often hears. It said that 
a metal band Is "shrunk on" another; piece Qf metal. 
This means that they are put on when liot and when 
they arc cold they shrink to the exact dimensions ne- 
cessary for tlie strongest possible meclianical adlier- 
ence. Nothing whatever can resist this shrinking 
process. If the difference between the dimensions of 
the metal to be shrunk In Its hot and cold conditions 
Js too gi-eat, something mus-t give way. 

The rulo that substances expand In proportion to 
their warmth, and therefore contract when cold la 
subject to certain Important variations. This page Is 
printed from what are called linotypes. Melted metal 
is by an Ingenious mechanism rim Into a mold, one 
side of which Is composed of. a series of brass ma- 
trices In whicli the forms of the letters are sunk. 
Now if type-metal, like some other things, continued 
to contract as,"it..copl8,; the.v'molten metal would not 
quite fill the mold ;'and ' the result would "be a line of 
very Imperfect' letters; but Just before type metal be- 
comes' solid' it, expands very slightly and thus a per-;- 
feet letter is produced. This process takes place so 
quickly that In the working of a linotype machine it 
cannot be detected, but it goes on steadily liour after 
hour without variation. Iron acts in the same way 
and BO do some other, but not all, metals. Water pos- 
sesses this remarkable quality. As It cools it grows 
heavier un^til a temperature of i deg. centigrade . Is 
reached, which corresponds with about 40 dcg. Farcn- 
Jielt when it expands.' Tl^e result is. seen In the 
freezing of the surface of water. If a vessel filled 
with water is exposed to the cold the temperature of 
the surface is at once lowered and the water there 
sinks to the bottom, until all that is in the vftssel is 
lowered to a temperature of 4 deg. centigrade. Then, 
if the cold continues, the w'^'ter begins to expand at 
the surface, and thus become , lighter so that It re- 
mains there until it has toe^ii . frozen, and thereafter 
the- - jf reezIn^,Vi/:prpoess\:> ie^^^^ '; downward. ■ If the

■watep. 'In the*' vessel' 'fth'e' expansion will extend to 
all parts of it, and either the vessel will break under 
the pressure, or, if its form will permit it to do so, the 
ice will be thrown up In the centre and most probably 
■be cracked. This expansive effect of the lowering of 
the temperature of water has been the most potent of 
all factors in the pulverization of rocks to form soil. 

.A few words in regard to thermometers may be 
said in this connection. Of these heat measures there 
are several kinds, but those most commonly in use 
are what are known as the Fahrenheit and the Centi- 
grade. The former is culled after its inventor; the 
hitter takes its name from the fact that the boiling 
point of water is placed at 100 degrees -and the freez- 
ing point at zero. Fahrenheit took as his zero point 
the greatest extreme of cold which he was able to ob- 
serve. He graded the tube of his themometor upon 
an arbitrary, scale. according to which the mercury 
stands atV32;; degrees when water freezes and at 212 
degrees- when water boils. Thus 32 fahr. corresponds 
to p'cent and 212 fahr. to 100 cent. These are the 
fixed points In both thermometers, but between them 
or below 32 In the case of the former and zero in the 
case of the latter there is a slight variatlonViri^itho 
expansion or contraction of the mercury. ■T'jlt'fisV very 
difficult to make a glass tube of absolute uniform di- 
ameter, and this fact combined with the slight varia- 
tloris Just mentioned explains why thermometers ex- 
posed under identical conditions do not always record 
tho same temperature. 

Speaking generally it may be said that heat .seems 
to be produced in one of three ways, by chemical ac- 
tion, by friction or by pressure. ' Fire is a chemical 
process. It consists in the disintegration of certain 
compounds and the union of their elements with other 
Clements. The production of heat by friction Is one of 
tho most familiar of all proce.'eses. Its production by 
pressure is not so generally known, but there are sim- 
ple experiments by which it i.s ea.sily demonstrated. 
Tho origin of the heat of tlic Sun is one of the un- 
solved questions of .science. Some investigators at- 
tribute it to chemical action; otiiora to the pressure 
caused by the contraction of the Solar mass; others 
again think that Its origin may bo due' to contraction 
but that resulting therefrom there Is violent chemical 
action. , If, we assume that the Solar System was once 
ft nebulous mass. It must have contain ml a va.st po- 
itentiallty of heat in latent ccmdltion. Ah the miuss 
became solldincd the lieat would be nuinlfi'st, and 
would be evidenced first in the molten condition of 
everything, and afterwards, in . the form . of . great 
chemical processes similar to' fire. How the , heat 'of 
the sun is transmitted across the wllderneas of space 
is uncertain, biit it'is thought to be by a process slml- 
Jar to that which transmits light. If Indeed they both 
are not transmitted by one nnd the same process. 
All evidence points lo the conclusion that the Inter- 
planetary spaces, such tor example iia the .spaco be- 
tween the onrth iind Venus, tliat between Venus and 
Mercury and tluit between .Mercury and the .Sun la at 
a, temperature of absolute zero, that is It Is as cold 
as is possible. If across these abolutcly cold regions 
heat finds Its way without Imparting any of It to tho 
surrounding space, wo seem forced to tho conclusion 
that heat Is tho result of the operation of two ngon- 
cles, something to produce it and something to receive 
it. The intensity of heat may therefore depend upon 
tho nature of' the receiving agency, and hence, . al- 
though Mercury is very much nearer tho Sun than 
is the earth Is,. It may be no hotter. This al.so scorns to 
show how It Is that comets can graze tho very sur- 
iface of the Siin and yet go on their way apparently 
unaffected thereby. 



ISSUS AND ARBELA i 

'The Persian Empire was founded by Cyrus tne 
Great about 537 B. C. It reached the hclglit of Us 
power under Darius I. and his succcsspr Xerxca; that 
1^ from about 500 B. C. to 480 B..C. Tho first sevoro 
blovvB recolvQd by it wore at Marathon, Salamls and 



Plataea, to whl(t}i*riifercnce has already been made. 
Between the death' of Xerxes in 465 B. C, and the ac- 
cession of Darius III. In 330 B. C. the empire was torn 
by internal dissensions, and yet for tho most part It 
-preserved Us territorial integrity. In 334 B. C. Alex- 
ander' the 'Great, of Macoilon, began his famous cam- 
paign, against Persia. i;o better measure of the rel- 
ntlvo,;quality_of the Greeks and Persians can bo asked 
thansthia'Ttabt^^^^^ sot out on his expedition 

witli' dniy 's'd.oo Infantry and 5,000 cavalry. When 
wo compare this with the niUllona led by Xerxes 
against Greece a century nnd a half previously tho 
difference between tlio two peoples aeoma extreme. 
Alexander's advance vras not very strongly resisted, 
and he relieved the democracies of AsUi Minor from 
tho Persian yoke without any very great expenditure 
of '. blood.' *'''Darlus, however, was only delaying his ef- 
forts to' retjel the invader arid ho gathered, at a nar- 
row defile in tho mountains of Callcea, near Is'sus; a 
force of 600,000 men, of whom 30,000 were Grecian 
auxiliaries raised in Asia Minor. Alexander's force 
had been somewhat augmented, but it is doubtful If 
lie had !)0,000 men under him. J:)arius, who com- 
.manded the Persian force personally, was so assured 
■ of victory that he brought with him his mother, his 
wife, his harem and all his children to witness his 
triumph. All thS nobility of Persia wore represented 
and the luxury of the equipment of the camp was 
unprecedented. An idea of this luxury in which 
Darius advanced may be formed from tlio fact that 
tho gold and silver vcsseLs and ornaments whicli ho 
took with him loaded 600 mules and 300 camels; mo.tt 
of this, however, was notytakeii ;ta;;^ tho battlefield. 
Darius, on reaching a(lirffe^^^^^ tract of coun- 

try, which was suitablo^i'foif5,thdi'.nioy^ large 
bodies ■ of troops, , R^Uftei K'att 
whether because of recent Illness or from design, 
refused to advance, and Darius, growing Impatient, 
inarched his immen-jc hoHt into the mountain defiles 
beyond which the Maeodonljin was resting with his 
victorious troops. Alexander at first could scarcely 
credit his good fortune, but tlie unexpected move- 
ment of the Persians being confirmed, he set out at 
once to .jneet j;t^^ battle "of Issua conflated of 

three sepafato^ Incidents. The first and moat Impor- 
tant was a charge by Alexander against the Persian 
loft, where Darius was commuiidlng in per.son. So 
impetuous was the onrusli of the Macedonians tliat 
Darius set the example of retreat. Almost at the 
first onset he ordered his chariot to bo wheeled about 
and fled preolpltately^'froi^^^ 
lowing hlm|ini^w)l|tl!||^ 

occupied tlVo 'lPerstan' c They Tmade > a i ga'ilriiit 

rosi.'itance, but when Alexander, having driven Darlu's 
from the field,- turned his troops against tliu centre, 
that also broke and fled. The third Incident was the ■ 
' I TOu of ..tj|i^,;Persian cavalry, which formed tho righ t 
wliig of tli^-'fiarmK^ force o.ffered 

splendid rOTlstanco '-and only fled from tl'e field on 
learning tlmt]^tfief!ki^ his retinue were in 

full flight.-' issus'Svaa lost through the pusilanlmlty 
of Darius; but this only augmented the completeness 
of Alexahder's triumph. The Persian loss was 10,000 
cavalry and 100,000, Infantry. The Macedonians lost 
150 cavalry, and 300 Infantry. The great discrepancy 
in numbers is to be accounted for by the fact that 
after the first hour or so the battle consisted only of 
a leaderless flight on the part of tho Persians, with 
the Macedonians pursuing and slaying them without 
mercy. Tlie vast army of Darius was broken up. A 
force of 8,000 men found tlicir way back to Persia, 
but the rest of tho host disappeared, and were never 
again brought together. The booty -won by the MacpT- 
dbnians was enormous,' and not the least Impcrtnrit 
part of it was tho thousands of prisoners who were 
sold into slavery. Among the prisoners were tlie 
family of Darius, but they were restored to tliat king. 

The battle of Issus Avas epoch-making, for it was 
the beginning of the end of the empire of Persia,, but 
It was. not final in Its results. During the next twft 
• ye'ars.ybarlu^^^^^ his efforta to gather a new 

army;"ari(t'succoeded to such a degree that ho was 
able again to offer Alexander battle. This was at 
Arbela, which was a town lying east of tho Tigris. 
Estimates of the strength of the Persian army vary 
from a quarter of a million men, given by Curtlus, 
to nearly a million, given by Plutarch. It seems to 
have been a splendidly appointed force, largely coh- 
siatlng of men. from -Central Asia, Afghanistan 'and 
Northwest India. A strong feature of It was the 
hundreds of chariots with scythes upon. their wheels. 
Opposed to this host Alexander had 40,000 foot and 
7,000 hor.se. The battle began by a cavalry charge 
of the Macedonians against tlie Persian cavalry, 
which was followed by a charge of the Persian ciiar- 
lots against the Macedonian Infantry. , .The, cavalry 
fight fyras - very keen, biit the /charijb'tt^^^ 
a failure, for the 'iiorses refused 'to ' advarico 'agalri'st 
the shower of Macedonian arrows. Then Alexander 
repeated the tactics, wliicli had been so successful at 
ISSU.S. At the head of a cavalry brigade he charged 
directly for the point where Darius watched tho, bat- . 
tie from hfs chariot, and once more the Pevslan 
monarch sought safety In flight. The rout Was ' in- 
describable. Tho right wing of the Persian army of- 
fered a stubborn resistance, but on receiving riewis 
of the flight of the king It also gave way, and Alex- 
ander wn.s completely victorious. There was much 
fighting between small bands of troops in which tho 
Persians displayed much courage, but nightfall saw 
the vast army completely overwhelmed. The number 
of Persians slain Is variously estimated from 40;000 
to 300,000; and tho Macedonian loss at 100 to .^lOO. 

Following this battlti came the surrender of tlio 
Persian cajiltal-s, Babylon and Susa. In tlii! euiiture 
of the latter city uncoined gold vaid to liave been 
worth $60,000,000 was secured. Of other booty. In- 
cluding slaves, the amount Is incalculable. Alexan- 
der was now -virtually king of Persia, and shortly af- 
ter, by tho death of Darius, became a'ctiially so. The 
Persian auxiliaries disiiorsed to their homos and 
what seemed at one time to be an empire that would 
give -laws to the world became the dominion of the 
Macedonian king. One can hardly explain the defeat 
of the Persian bests by tho small forces led by Alex- 
, ander. The men under; Darlua ; were 'good soldiers, 
but they were poorly led, and the cowardice of tho 
king was utterly demoralizing. In cc-iisidoring tlio 
numbers given of tho men engaged and llio losses on 
either side, it Is to be borno In mind that wo liavo 
only Greek accounts of the battles. It is certain, 
however, that neither at Issus nor at Arbela was any- 
thing like the whole Persian army engaged. Tho 
greater p.'irt of the soldiers were little 
more than spectators, whose very numbers, once 
they became demoralized by tho ^ fllglxt Of 
the king, made a rally and nn efficient re'slBtailce 
Impossible. 

At the time of Alexander's conquest of Persia, 
Romo was extending and consolidating her power In 
Italy, and-the republic acquired the position of leader 
of a confoa.erabyijj-iwh'lq^ embraced the central part 
of tho peninsula'.''' To' "tiic north, the Etrurian cities 
wore exhibiting signs of decay and tho Greek cities 
lo tho south were ripening for tlie hour when the city 
on the Tiber would extend her sway over thorn, The 
llrst Samnlte war broke out four years before Alex- 
ander's death. It was about this time that the Car- 
thaginians began to establish themselves firmly In 
Spain. About this time a terri lie earthquake oc- 
curred In China, a mountain falling Into the Yellow 
river and causing widespread devastation. There are 
no truthworthy annals of Japanese histbiy covering 
this period, but nn Invasion from China, occurred 
about the third century B.C. The Hlndii ' records 
covering this period are very extensive, hut they con- 




cern themselves chiefly with the spread of Buddhism, 
and no single event stands out. at' all conspicuously. 
Indeed, It may bo said that In his day Alexander was 
tho central figure of history. It was an erajo.f^natlpn- 
al evolution, and we find Greece achldvlnffT"Si>-' 
premaoy, but in the background of Grecian progress 
was theSdovSlopment of Romo, which was advancing 
towards a leading place among the nations. It was 
what might bo called an era of preparation for 
greater things to come, for at the time that Alexander 
was administering tho blow, which terminated tho 
supremacy of Asiatic Ideas, Western thought. West- 
ern policies and Western peoples wero gaining, 
strength.

. After the' coming' of tho^Saracens for several cen- 
turies Spain twas. jthe -. scer^e: , of •.^ oonalant:^'iw 
between tho Christian antl 'iMoslem rulers. The rolgn 
of the Caliphs at Cordova was distinguished by tlie 
impetus to intellectual advancement it gave to the 
times. Then also began that wonderful period when 
the country became famed for the loveliness of her 
arohlteoturo land gardens, descriptions .of which have 
come. dO'ivn^to^^'U picturing for us sccnca of such 
inarvelo'uSibeaut^^^^ we despair today of reiiroduc- 
ing theiri with all our kiiowlodge of modern science 
and our advancomont along the lines of art. In tho 
9th .century Harouln al Pa.scha establisiied an 
academy devoted to the extension of all knowledge, 
and free to any student who cared to take advantage 
of the instruction given. Cordova, was a wonderful 
city, more beautiful even than Bagdad, and according 
to" Burke, the moat advanced in civilization of any 
city in Europe. 

'".I'here was the Caliph's Palace of Flowers, his 
Palace of Lovers, his Palace of Ccntentniont and most 
beautiful of all, his Palace of Damascus. Rich and 
poor met in the Alezqulta, the noblest place of wor- 
ship then 'standing In Europe, with Its twelve 
■ hundred marble column.s ;ind Its twenty brazen dc-ors; 
the vast interior resplendent with jiorphyry and jas- 
pai- and many colored precious stones, tho walls 
glittering with harmonious mosaics, tho nir perfumed 
with incense, the courtyards leafy with tho groves of 
orange trees, showing. apples of gold in pictures of , 
silver. Throughout the City were fountains, baslna, 
baths with cold water brought from tlie neighboring 
mountains also carried in the leaden pijies that arc 

tile triumph of tho' modern plumber. " It took 

ten thousand workmen forty >carH , to comiilete the 
suburb'and palace of As Zahra. At the back of this 
fniryllke city .there was a great mountain covered 
thickly with oaks and, beech trees. This forest tho 
caliiili had entirely. "rooted up and lu its place were 
planted fig- trees, nlmbiids ami pomegranaltes.

ratobd " has been forgotten, buB Wo' cdh"readlly''tsritler- 
stnnd why it should have attracted pilgrims froni all 
parts of the world, and how magnificent must have 
boon the receptions held there upon state occasions 
-when the Caliphs, entertained i visiting kings an<i 
queens. ' ' ' 

Among th(! most famous of these who ruled at 
Cordova was Almanzor (Victorious by tht' Grace of 
God), who rose from the position of a liunible law 
student to assume the dignity cf a monarch. Bo 
aggressively ambitious was ho and so successful In 
his wars against the Christians that the, latter were 
very Jubilant, when he died and the' mo'riklah annalist 
thus tersely and graphically 'chronicles the event "In 
1002 died Almanzor and wns buried in Hell." After 
his death Castile became tho centre of interest in the 
history of Spain, and the Moslem power began Its 
gradual decline. The most famouii^of all the great 
(.'astlllans. In fact the most renowned'' character In 
tho whole of Spanish history, now appeared upon the 
scene, in the person of Roderic or Ruy Diaz, the Cld. 
He was born In 1040 and at au early age assumed the 
command of tho army of Sancho, king of Castile. It 
is hard for ua today to forrn'a fair estimate of tho 
character of this remarkable man who warred with 
perfect impartiality ngainat Moslem and Christian 
alike In order to fill his coffers and yet remains to- 
day tho hero of the history, of both peoples. JIls ex- 
jyploltB have jfprmed tliejitijemb^ 
many a thrilling drama. He compels'our admiration 
by his very boldness, his daring, his never-failing 
chivalry. Tt is told of liliii lliat lie -.vms the best 
swordsman, tho best horseman In tho v;hole of Spain, 
and yet there is no- doubt ■whatevet; that in disposl- 
tI6n he ^yas, selfish,. uvarlcious and 'criiel. - But,v"other 
days, other ways," jio did not belong to .modorri/tlmcs 
and we can only Judge him .by the mpralftrt^ndnVd of 
medieval Spain. During the last years of 'h'ls life he 
ruled as a king at Valencia, triumphantly defying all 
who sought to besiege him there. 

Another great hero of Spanish history was Yusuf, 
the Berber. chief; qf4;aitribo,;.5'f religious soldiers-known 
as tho Almoravldes.'' Yiisuf was Invited by the Mos- 
lems to come to Spain and aid thorn In their war 
against tho ChrlHtlan icing Alfonso. He catiio to as- 
sist but he remained to coninior. It was not long 
before the whole of southern .Spain lay .-it hi.s feet. 
Thus was establlslKd tho dynii.sty of the Almoravldes, 
which was- In Its turn overthrown by the famous 
'Mqh'ammoi Ibn Abdullah, icnbWn as the Mahdi,. The 
Maiidl' liad In his youth been 'a lamplighter lii. tho 
mosque at Cordova. But bis aspirations were very 
lofty. He passed through many strango and varied 
adventures, became a great religious reformer, then 
a successful soldier, eonquoring in less than four 
years Malayo, Seville, Granada and Cordova. Tho 
Almohades, of whom ho was the leader, retained 
their position in Spain for seventy years, .^At the end 
of that time the Moslem forces suiffered a crushing 
defeat at the battle of Toloaa,' whei-e they were at- 
tacked by the combined armlea of the three Chrla- 
tian kings. .. .. •.■-■■.■.■-,.';.:■" 

' i ; C remailne'dv i.under ; the 

riiio "of ' the Moo'rs,' iind the riamo Al 'Ah liiiftri' Is ' famous 
as the founder of the kingdom of Granada and the 
fireliitect of tho groat fortified palace wliloli surpass- 
ed ill the grandeur of its design any building of that 
(lay, and tho remains of which even now convey to 
WH no dim Idea of what must have been Its magnlfl- 
eance. ■ ' 

• Al Ahman's rolgn was comparatively peaceful, but 
after his death the war between Christians and Mos- 
lems wa-s renewed. Year by year tho former ad- 
vanced nearer nnd nearer the covotc^d Aluslom strong- 
hold, until It at last it was possible for tho Chris- 
tians to demand a yearly tribute from the kingdom of 
Granada of twelve thousand gold ducats. Jluloy Ahul 
HasaIn, famous In history and romance as the "Old 
King," Avas tho last Independent sovereign of Gran- 
ada. When this latter place foil, Spain came under 
the Christian rulo of Ferdinand and Isabella, and tho 
power of the Saracens was no- more, .

not seem Jlkely to fit her for phj-slcal exercises. At 
present we have scarcely taken stock of this now ac- 
... ..^quaintance, whose face and figure, are reminiscent of 
';'!p:5'ttj'e."^lrst Empire. It Is Interesting at this Juncture to 
■■".'review -some of the phases tlirougli wliich femininity 
ho^pa^sed. The last century exhibits ninny typos, none, 
perhaps more charming- tluui the lady who relKncd in 
the thirties. She was very "petite" and wore a tight 
little bodice and a voluminous skirt not yet develop- 
ed into the hideous absurdity of the crinoline. Slio 
had side curls, a long, drooping neck, rougish eyes, . 
and, generally a very neatly turned anklo. Wo find 
her portraits in the sketches of Phiz, John Leech, and 
H. K. Browne, and her characteristics are embodied 
In the person of "Dora" in "David Copperfield." 

Dora was not intellectual, far from It. She was not 
even practical or clover at housekeeping, as witness 
her conversation on tho latter subject with her lover: 
"Now, suppose, my. pet, tliat we were married and 
you "were going to buy a shoulder of mutton for din- 
ner, would you know how to buy it?" 

"My pretty little Dora's face would fall, and slio 
would make her mouth Into a bud again, as if she 
would very much prefer to shut mine with a kiss." 

"'Would you Icnow how to buy it, my darling?' I 
would repeat, perhaps, If I were very inflexible. 

"Dora would tliink .a little, and then reply, per- 
haps, with great triumph, '.Why, the butcher would 
know how to sell it, and what need I know? Oil! 
you silly boy!'" 

Tho woman of this period is very lovable, a 
"heavenly fool" Indeed. Her very defects— all ot 
nilnd and none of heart — serve to make her dearer. 
But one cannot help wondering how .such innocence 
co'uld exist 'and in wliat manner it '■\vould fare. Some . 
five decades later came the aesthetic typo o£ girl, 
which was portrayed by Burne Jones and D. G. Ros- 
settl, and burlesqued' by Sir W. Gilbert in the opera 
"Pilti(^nce." This phase, it is only fair to state af- 
fected, to sonio extent, the sterner sex, and tho ec- 
centricities of costume and curious abstracted ex- 
pression were adopted by men as well as . by women. 
A contoniporary story, whicli went the rounds ot tho 
clubs, is of a youth who sauntered into a restaurant 
at lunch-time, and, seating iilmself at a table, crdcrcd 
a lily in a glass to bo placed before him. As he sat 
and gazed at his flower, apparently oblivious of his 
surroundings, a waiter gently touched his elbow and 
respectfully suggested 'that he had forgotten to order 
lunch. Tho devotee of tho culture turned and rent 
. /lljm-.wlth an expression of pained astonishment.

I don't think thoro 
were suffragettes in Roman times — perhaps there 
were but It was "hushed up" — cr In any other times 
until our own. 

One of the most remarkable I'lgures In the pa- - 
geant of history is the woman who lived In the last 
quarter of the ciprlitoenth century, she of the powder 
and patches. AVitli her high heels, hor hocpod skirt, 
and her luigo headdress, she was an imposing figure. 
If we can Judge from hor jjortruits, -sho had large 
eyes, with a curious sldeion.g look in them, almo.it 
perpendicular oyobrow.s, and a "V'-sliaped mouth, 
which seemed as thougli expressly formed for on- 
nunclating tho witty sarcasms and Ironic epigrams . 
/or which the beauties of this period wore famed. 
This generation of women posed as flippant, hcarticss 
Intrigantes, and any display of . real feelings was . 
sternly discountenanced.

been that of bored amusement.. In striking contrast 
were tho women of" the succeeding Napoleonic era. 
If their predecessors had been nrtiflclal, they wero 
natural to a startling degree. Tho hooped skirts wero 
replaced by tightly-clinging, almost transparent drap- 
ery, tho powdered headdress by simply-arranged 
curls. Tho modes, though quaint and, worn by thoso 
to whom they were becoming, charming, certainly did 
not enhance women's dignity, nor did the sandals 
and tlio perfectly flat coiffuro add to lior lielglit. 
This was one of woman's most comploto and bewil- 
dering changes. Prom a haughty damo with n repu- 
tation for worldllnoss and wit, she was suddenly me- 
tainorphosed Into a mild, clinging, contidlng crea- 
ture, whoso, gentle charms wore sot forth In tho "do- 
, ,;.mestlc novels" of tliat day. 

It is diflicult to account for fashion's vagarlc^!, but 
perhaps a reason for the compnratlveiy unimportant 
pairt women took in affairs then was that this was a 
pre-eminently military period. The activities of tho 
women of that day wero almcfrt entirely dovoted to 
the social sphere. The one striking oxceptlon to this 
Is Madame do Stael, and she confessed she would 
willingly have forfeited all hor talents to bo tho 
posBessor of Recamler's grace and . beauty. , ;

SEASONABLE SOUPS 

Of all helps to economical catering perhaps soup 
is tho greatest. In a family "f anything over tour or 
five persons there should always be material for 
soup-muklng, and a dinner which would be mcagro 
without tho soup seems amply sufficient when this 
dish is added to the bill of fare. Most children en- 
joy soup in tho cold weather, either at dinner or sup- 
per, and those which are chiefly composed ot milk 
and vegetables are very nourishing. A constant sup- 
l)ly of consc'innio cannot be expected, unless some 
meat may be ordered for tl;e iiurposo, although It Is 
a great mistake to Inuigine that ifounds of meat are

Incompetenco Is quite as clearly manifested in 
clothes as In housekeeping. Some people will tell you 
with pride that they buy a good thing and make It 
last; and this, though no doubt extremely vlrtuoiis. 
Is apt to be a trifle dull. To hack tho same coat nnd 
skirt day after day is exceedingly monotonous for the 
world at largo, and wo im-vc all in our time quoted 
"jMra. B. In her eternal blue satin." If a woman can 
make her t'rook.s herself successfully sho can look re- 
markably nice on an almost incrodlblo sum, but 
people who i^ro not so talented, and who yet have to 
be economical, do well to Uuj good tailor-made 
clothes, trusting to tho cpiiemera of fashion to give 
thehi the air of modernity. You may meet one wo- 
man who spends sixty or seventy pounds who looks 
quite as nice as another who spends a hundred, and 
when If comes to large dress allowances It Is almost 
Impossible' to tell who has spent two, and who three 
hundred a year, for It la so largely a matter of man- 
agement and taste.

persons. The bonos from a- Joint of . boned ribs, 
'which often appears at Sunday's dinner,, make ox- 
colloiit stock for clear soup, while thoso removed 
from a boned loin of mutton make a delicious clear 
mutton broth. TIio bones from cooked Joints should- 
servo for ordinary stock, as well a-s all ti'lmmlngs-of '' 
meat and carcases of game ;ind jtoultry. Tho car- 
case of u fowl with a tow chicken necks, makes a 
nourishing oliickon lirotli for the nursery; while. If 
not wanted for that purpose, fowl bories are as good 
as' veal bones 'for tho foundation of delicate wlilto 
soup. But oven when tho supply of etock falls short 
there are plenty of soups which may be mado from 
vegetables with or without tho addition of mllic. '

Pour tho broth Into a basin and 
cut tho loan part of the meat into small pieces, 
lilnse out tho saucepan with boiling water, and return 
the broth and the pieces of meat to it, then add one 
large, or two small onions, two small carrots', ono 
large turnl)), a little celery and two leeks, all cut in- 
to dice-shaped pieces. Season well with black pop- 
per and salt, cover the pan and let tho contents sim- 
mer slowly for fully an hour. 'Wheri the broth Is 
ready skim off any grease which Is visible "on tlio 
top, scatter In a dessertspoonful of very finely chop- 
ped parsley and servo very hot. 

Potage Borne 
Cut part ot a bullock's kidnoy, or three sheep's 
kidneys into tiny pieces, fry thoni in butter with a 
chopped onion, jiut them Into a pan with three pints 
of stock; when boiling, add three tablcspoonfuls of 
rice which has been washed. . Let all cook to- 
gether until tender. Strain off the stock into a basin, 
pound tho rico and meat and put them through a hair 
sieve. Take all the fat off tho stock, season it, re- 
place the sieved meat and rice, make thoroughly hot, 
and. It not quite thick enough, add one largo table- 
spoonful of corn starch,, mixed with a little stock.

Foam Soup 

One quart of milk, two ounces ot butter, two 
eggs, ono and a halt ounces of flour, three ounces of 
Cheddar cheese, ono clovo garlic. Molt the butter 
and the flour, then add tho milk gradually. When 
quite flmooth let it boll, and /tiien cool it slightly. 
When cool add the. cheese,' tlio':,yolk8 of the eggs, 
well beaten and cook for three' minutes. Pour the 
soup'lnto A tureen, and drop small spoonfuls of white 
a^ egg (beaten to a stiff froth) Into the soup, nnd 
sprinkle with parsley and serve very hot. Season, to 
tiiste. 

Soiibise Soup 

One iind a half pints of water, half a pint of milk, 
one nnd a half ounces of butter, two onions, flvo 
ounces ot bread, tlio yolks ot ono or two eggs, one 
gill of cream, pepper and salt to . taste. Cut tho 
bread into very thin slices, boil It In tho water and 
lullk with tho onions ijUccd, add ijepper, salt and thu

Cut 
up four ounces of uncooked ham into small pieces 
and add that also. Put the lid on the pan, and allow 
tlio contents to cook for ten minutes, then add tha 
stock and cook until tho vegetables are tender. 
Strain the vegetables and. rub through a sieve. Put 
thorn back In tho pan with the stock and bring to tho 
boil, skimming off all fat. Let it ail cook gently for 
ten minutes, then add a teaspoonful of castor sugar, 
salt, pepper and a little thick cream, and serve very 
hot. .

Put ono 
ounce of butter into a stewpan, andAvhon It is melt-' 
od put in tho cauliflowers,' after 'dividing -them Into 
small pieces; add a pinch o^ealt; a little white pep- 
per, a sprinkle of curry powder, and a dust of pow- 
dered sugar. Let the cauliflowers simjner ; gently 
(the soup will bo ruined if they are allowed^ to fry at 
all) for ten minutes, then add a largo teaspporiful . of 
flour, mix it smoothly with the butter.fandiipb'ur, in 
gradually, stirring all the time, a quart bf'mllklVcover 
the pdn and let tho vegetables cook very slowly^'Untllvi ; 
they are very tender.'- Strain'! the soup, and pa8s|,tlip,^.,. 
caullflovvera through a fine sieve, and rcplaco'ln., tlia . ". 
stewpan, ascertain that the soup Is sufllciently «ea3> 
oned, and as soon as It Is hot serve It with fried slp-< 
pets. ' ' 

The last, recipe which I am about to give makes an 
excellent "emergency" soup, as it is quickly prepared, ; 
needs no stock, and, if a little cream is added, .makes 
a delicate white soup. It Is called 
' -• Milk Soup 

Place one quart of milk in a saucepan. Beat up, 
the yolks of two eggs with a teaspoonful of flour, 
and flavor with celery salt, and white ' pepper. , Just 
before the milk bolls stir In tho two eggs, and be 
carefijl not to let the soup boll, or tho eggs will cur- 
dle. Keep It simmering while you stew two small 
onions in butter, simmer these in tlio soup for ton 
minutes, then strain into the tureen, add a gill of 
thick cream, and serve with tiny dice of fried bread. 

■ I hope these few recipes, homely . and simple 
though they are, may be ,of some use to thoso of my 
readers who are' on^ the look-out for something of a 
novelty In the way of soup. 

SOME QUAINT INN SIGNS 

^ One of the most Interesting links with the past in- 
England, is to be found in some of the inn algna 
which hang outside our wayside inns. 

TheBe are relics of bygone times, when every 
house had- some quaint device, and many of . ' them 
are the names of the great with whom they had some 
connection.. The origin of many of ' the old-world 
signs Is now lost, and many explanations have been, 
given with regard to some of them. For example, 
"The Goat and .Compasses" has evoked a great; deal 
of controversy, as some think the words were p'rlgln- ^ 
ally "Good, encompasses us"; others insist . that it' 
was, derived from "Caprlcornus," or tho goat of the 
Zodiac while others again declare that it was a 
Masonic sigri adopted by the Hamburg, merchants In

Another sign which ■ haS'i^tj'ejetfMmtioliM^d^^ 
"The Case Is Altered," bf ,-Whlci0'=niiriierbu8 deriva- 
tions are given.ji.It wouldM'seeriii' however, to be a 
relic of the days'£oKithe'jStusirts:. o,nd to have been 
adopted to enable' the •Inn-keeper to appear to be on 
each side in turn. 

Some of our present-day signs boar high sound- 
ing titles, such as "The Pride of the Valley," at 
Headiey, in Hants, or the "Pink and Lily," at Great 
Hampdon in Bucks. This latter sign is said to bo 
derived from two beautiful daughters of a former 
Inn-keepcr, while some inns tell a tale of tho past In 
tliolr signs, but that tale is now lost. 

Of the latter we may give as an instance, "Tho 
Man With a White Hat" and the "Pig In the Pound," 
and one in ISssex called "Tho AVlg and Fidget," which 
Is said to have been derived from a Whig of note who 
lived in the vicinity, and whoso politloS;,lnj^hiB':itrpu.brv...

Otiier signs are ^merely curious, and we have no 
means of knowing 'why sucii .out-of-the-way titles 
were chosen. Of such wo may mention "The Romp- 
llng Kipling," "Tho Dog's Head In tho Porridge Pot," 
"Tho Shoulder of Mutton and Cucumbers," near 
Chichester, In Sussex, the "Round ot Beet," at Dud- 
ley, and "The Spare Rib," at St. Ives, In Hants, also 
"Tho Pig and Whistle," In Quorn, Leicestershire, 
while In a little village not far from this is also "Tho 
Horse and Trumpet." . ,

is, a touch^bf^riiallfi'e 'In' ''Tlio Silent Woirian,'^^ which 
bears a, device berteath ;the title showing'. a woman 
without a head, as if that were tho only way, she

Mischief," shows a man -bearing a woman in his 
arms. This latter "is on .the Cambridge road. ■ , Thora 
Is also a quaint one on a Lincolnshire road callecl 
"The Adam and Eve." 

A good many inns refer to the Arch-enemy of 
man in their devices; such a ono is "The Devil and 
tho Bag of Nails,' which some think Is a corruption 
of "Tho Satyr and the Bacchanals," while again 
some inns refer In their titles to their position, such 
as ono at Land's End, in Cornwall, which bears up- 
on ono Rido "Tho Last Inn in England,". and lipon , tha 
other "Tho First Inn in England." Another at Old- ' 
ham Is called "The Railway and Ticket," and at- 
Portsmouth is to be found "Tho Sheer Hulk." 

Amongst the oldest Inns in England having his- 
tories attached to them Is tho "Fountain," in Can-vi 
torbury, "The George and Dragon," at Speldhurst. la ^ 
Kent, "Tho Fighting Cocks," at St. Albans. 

Then among tho, commonest names for country 
Inns are "Tho White Hart," "Tho Royal Oak," "Tha 
White Horse," and ':'Tho Red Lion," besides many 
others of the like' nature, which arc to bo found all 
over tho country, , = ';>, . ,. 
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ANAIIVIO, Feb.' rsth. The past few 
years , have witnessed a great 
change in the attitude of the peo- 
ple of , Vancouver Island with re- 
gard to matters affecting the fu- 
ture growth and development of 
the island. Where, a few years ago, all was 
apathy and indifference, and the ambitious 
dreams of the progressive citizens were re- 
ceived with an incredulous smile, now all is 
changed. There are develojDment and tourist 
associations, boards of trade, citizens' leagues 
and other organizations whose object is the 
advancement vofyVancouyer Island, the de- 
velopment' of licrrichreSources, the population 
of her fertile agricultural lands and the 
bringing of capital here for the carrying out 
of these enterprises. 

This great revival throughout the Island 
generally has not been witliout its effect on tlie 
city of Nanaimo. Nanaimo, in many respects, 
is a most conservative place. It is, one of the 

■jsamettrme it may be remarked that it'is one of 
the most stable cities in the province. It has 
always had a very rich asset in the coal mines, 
and despite the depressions that have from 
- time to time swept over the province and des- 
pite the drawback to the coal industry, such 
as the San Francisco earthquake, wiien a large 
part of the local coal market was shut off for 
several months, the people of the city have 
always had implicit faith in their coal, know- 
ing that, however dark the present, somehow 
or other King Coal would come out on top 
again, that the coast would ultimately;:require 
coal, and that Nanaimo would be called' upon 
to supply a goodly portion of that coal. In 
that way the town has always dragged along. 
Sometimes business has been brisk, sometimes 
slow, just according to the price of coal and 
the demand on the market. With such an im- 
portant industry as the coal mines in the city 
wholesalers were generally reasonably sure of 
getting their own back from thc business men 
of the city. There were few failures, and the 
city became to be known as a stable business 
place, in which, if there was not tliat bustle 
and hustle that the more progressive might 
wish to see, your money was generally safe. 

The same remark may probably be ap- 
plied with equal force to the history of almost 
any other place on Vancouver Island during 
the past years, v . Like other . places, ''^X)n the 
Island, it is only in the near past that Nan- 
aimpites have begun to awaken to a realiza- 
tion of their, opportunities. In times gone by 
the citizens of Nanaimo -have been content to 
think of Nanaimo as the coal city. It began 
and ended there. What they had they believed 
in. The possibilities of the city, its future, 
did not appeal to them. It failed to stir the 
imagination without which no great achieve* 
ment, has ever been "successfully carried 
through. For instance, the city's magnificent 
situation, geographically and commercially, 
with regard to the rest of the Island was not 
appreciated. The possibility that some day a 
transcontinental railway might sweep through 
the city was never considered, or, if it was 
mentioned, the suggestion was greeted with a 
derisive smile. A few years ago the people of 
Nanaimo never dreamed that right at their 
very door they possessed a wonderfully rich 
industry in their .fisheries. The fish came into 

-tbe«harbor and pilediiuoaoh ^the very beach to 



the extent of several feet deep, fairly asking 
to be taken in barrels ready for shipment to 
the markets of the world. Fortunately some- 
one grasped the situation, for good things 
never go begging long, and today the most im- 
portant herring fisheries on the Pacific Coast 
are located at Nanaimo. True, the enterpris- 
ing Japanese got in on the gi-ound floor of this 
snap, and have lately been getting the cream 
of the profits, but now that the white man has 
realized the magnitude of the fisheries of 
Nanaimo it will not be long before he will 
once more secure the ascendency. Two years 
ago, at an expense of riiany ^thousands of dol- 
lars, the Pacific Coast Whaling company erect- 
ed a plant just outside of the city, and thus 
another branch of the fisheries industry of 
Nanaimo \\]as exploited. And yet there re- 
main many more opportunities in the local 
waters. Cod, salmon, lobster and other fish 
are here in abundance, and some day a profit- 
able business will be conducted in these several 
branches of the industry. 



under bond to a Chicago group of capitalists 
for the sum of $500,000. It was said many, 
years ago that the mines of the New Vancou- 
ver Coal company would soon be exhausted.

whole tunc to the advertising of the city and 
doing all in his power towards its development.

S'prrie idea of the ex- 
tent of the business traiisacted through this 
port may be gained when it is known that 
during the year 1908, in all, including local and 
foreign shipping, a million and a half of ton- 
age was entered at the Nanaimo Customs of- 
fice.

the present business, but also the prospective 
industries that will be located here within 
the next few years. v,pvei|^mendto 
the harbor committee -wer^^ 
tionsi!v!i;il^be|circulate^ tlnrpughbut the ci ty ad- 
dres^edlfoTthe^^ D Government asking 

that a: complete survey of the harbor be made 
and an appropriation sufficient to cover the 
proposed'iniproyements be granted to the city. 

After' the; matter of the harbor had been 
disposed of the meeting discussed transcontin- 
ental railway questions, which shows that the 
^ scope of the ideas of the citizens are enlarging 
■ with a rush. The various speakers took the 
ground that in order to properly developc the 
northern mainland of the province and popu- 
lated section of Vancouver Island a railway 
was necessary running through those sections. 
In the opinion of the meeting the provincial 
governnient should not give any subsidy to 
the Canadian .Northern railway, who were 
now applying fprUhe^same/^,unIess the railway 
contracted to come to' a' w point on Van- ' 
couver' Island, touching at Cumberland, 
Nanaimo, Ladysmith, Duncans and Victoria, 
making the latter place the. terminal point. A 
resolution to this effect was passed and sent 
to the Island Development Association for en- 
dorsation by that body. The argument of the 
people .here is that while the Island of Van- 
couver has been bearing, through taxation, a 
large portion of the g^rants made to the vari- 
ous railways that have come to the province, it 
has not received any direct connection with 
those railways. There will be ho more trans- 
continental railways coming to the Coast, at 
least not- for some time, and the general opin- 
ion is thatinojv^is^Jhe|timi^r.t^J^ 
mands if tlie'^^Tslandfis'^!^^^^ 
sired connection.

Among other irhportant- issue's 'discussed at 
the meeting was that of opening up the mining 
sections about Nanaimo by building trails an.d 
roads. There are at present , a large number 
of valuable properties held;, by ■ local people, 
but little headway can be made with them un- 
til trails are constructed, so that it will be pos- 
sible without a great deal of expense, as at 
present, to get in supplies and machiner}\ 
Most of these, valuable copper, iron and other 
properties are held by the prospector,- who. is 
as a rule not able to build trails or roads to' 
reach his property without some kind of finahr . 
cial assistance. This is not a new question hi- ^ 
Nanaimo by any means, as several petitions' 
to the government asking for assistance along", 
these lines liave gone forward,' and. while as-'- 
surances have been given that this will be 
forthcoming, so far nothing . has been done.;

The Late Alex. McDonald 




ROM Dawson comes the news of the 
sudden death of Alexander McDon- 
ald, the most celebrated of the 
Yukon's pioneers, and picturesquely 
called the "King of the Klondike." 
He. was also known familiarlji^asife' Big 
Aleck" and "The Big Moose," fopj^he'^was a 
man of tremendous physique, and leaves behind 
him a record for generosity and enterprise that 
is on a scale of equal magnificence. His death 
was sudden, for, apparently in the best of 
health, he had left his shanty to cut a little 
wood. As the temperature was about 60 below 
zero, the other miners who lived with him be- 
came anxious when he did not return in a few 
minutes. A search revealed McDonald lying 
lifeless in the snow. The trip from the claim 
on the Stewart river, where McDonald died, to 
Dawson was made by dog ti;ain, the body being 
brought to that' city for burial, not without 
great hardship on the part of the men who un- 
dertook it..

crossed the Chilcoot mountains and headed for 
the Forty-mile diggings. There he went to 
work on wages, until he could save enough 
"money to buy a claini of his own The property 
was not a rich one, but by dint of hard work 
he was able to scrape together $800 when news 
of the great gold discoveries in the Klondike , 
were flashed round the world. 



Aleck joined the stampede to Dawson and 
got in a claim on the Eldorado. The ground 
panned well, and jMcDonald invested every dol- 
lar he could wash out of the soil in other claims. 
He became the Iciidcr of the "bull" movement 
on the spot. Right and left he bought, and 
added to his good miner's judgment was the 
necessary touch of luck. He soon owned 
claims scattered over many of the best -parts of 
Eldorado and Bonanza, and six or seven on 
Upper Dominion. McDonald did not buy' to 
sell again, but bought to hold and work. In a 
year he was a millionaire, and liis fortune kept 
piling up. His revenues, however, wore prompt- 
ly re-invested, and he resisted all offers to sell. 

The Deal That Failed 
In 1898, however, he determined to realize 
on his holdings, if he could get the right price 
and so went to London. With him went Ron. 
Morrison,' who helped get the Klondike King' 
in totich with the British capitalists. • Just how 
much money McDonald asked and was offered 
for all his holdings is unknown, but both sums 
were somewhere between $7,000,000 and $12,- 
ooo,noo. According to the Dawson News;, all 
that prevented the huge transaction from going 
through was a difference of opinion between 
'McDonald and Morrison as to the value of the 
services of the latter. At any rate the deal fell 
through, and McDonald returned to the Yu- 
kon. He continued to be a plunger, but did 
not confine his opcrationse to mining properties. 
,Ho' established the McDonald Trading Com- 
pany, one of the largest wholesale concerns that 
ever did business in the country. He also 
formed the McDonald Iron Works, and the 
McDonald Development Company. From the 
latter he got half a million dollars for some 
of his Bonanza claims. 

, At the time of his visit to London McDon- 
ald met Miss Margaret Chisholm, whom he 



married soon after. Mrs. McDonald visited 
Dawson, but has spent most of her nuu-ricd life 
in Paris and London. lier husband's plans 
contemplated a retirement from active work, 
and with this in view he bought a fine residence 
in Tacoma, Wash. He is understood to have 
taken out two life insurance policies, one for 
$25,000 and the other for $50,000,' but whether 
premiums have been paid of late years is un- 
certain. - In McDonald's name are some coal 
lands in Alberta, besides many mining claims, in 
the Yukon, but it is not. clearj that^^Ke^died 
rich man. Indeed, the inference to^^tJ'eJldrajvn 
frorn the story in' the;^ Dawson News is 1' to. .the 
contrary; but what has become pf/.:the^'m|Ui^^ 
he owned at one time is left to thd|^ffiagiiiation 
of the reader. The probability is "tnat^Ketina^ 
a mistake in refusing;:;tp take profits when the 
Klondike boom was''arits height. His holdings 
were so extensive, and he was "spread so thih^,-^ 
that when the flattening-out process began 'fie 
was gradually dispossessed. 

McDonald was undoubtedly a great force in 
the,;- Yukon. He built hotels and did much to 
interest outside capital in thp place, apart from 
mining; claim^^^ 

tor to Idcal-'ciian and was a devout Ronian 
Catholic. The ecclesiastical title of Sir Alex- 
ander McDonald, Knight of St. Gregory.- \yas 
bestowed upon him by Pbpe Leo XIII. -His 
funeral services were the most ornate 'yet- li'eid 
in the Yukon, and over his remains was de- 
livered an eulogy that should long reinain in 
the memory of those who heard it. — Toronto 
Mail and Empire.

HISTORIC BOYHOODS 

Abraham Lincoln— The Boy of the American Wilder- 
i ■ n*s8 : . , ■ , , 

Squire Joslah Crawford was seated on the porch 
of hWihouse ln, Gentry vlUe, Indiana, one spring after- 
rioVnj!:when':a''''8inali;^^^ called to see him. . The Squire 
was 'a tcsty?b1d^irian, not very fond of boys, and he 
glanced up,*oV^ihlS book, Impatient and annoyed at:; 
the lnterru'pti6'nV.tv:J '.; : ■ • ; .' -'I:'^; 
. "What' do ;y(>u- want here?" ho demanded. ; i;':: 

The, boy had pulled off hls'racco,on-skln cap, arid - 
stood holding It In -his hand while he eyed the old 
man. 

"They say down at the store, sir," said the boy, 
"that you have a 'Life of George Washington.' I'd 
like very milch to read it." 

The Squire peered closer at his visitor, surprised 
out of his annoyance at' the words. He looked over 
llie boy, carefully examining his long, lank figure, 
tlio tiuigled mass of black hair, , his deep-set eyes, 
and largo mouth, He was evidently from some poor 
country family. His clothes were made Of skins, and 
tho trou.sers were shrunk until they barely reached 
below IiIk Inioes. 

"What's your name, boy?" asked tho Squire. 

"Abruliam Ijlncoln, son of Thomas Lincoln, down 
on Pidgoon Creek." 

Tim .Squire said to himself: "It mu.st be thiit 
Tom ijlncoln, wlio, folks say, is a no'cr-do-wcll and 
moves from place to jilace every year bocauso ho 
can't malce liis farm support him " Then he ■said, 
aloud, to the boy: "What do you want with my 
'Life of Washington'?" ^ 

"I've been learning about him at school, and I'd 
like to know more." 

Tho old man studied the boy in silence for .sonio 
moments; sciiiethlng about tlie lad seemed to attract 
him. I''lnally ho said: "Can I trust you to take good 
care of tlie book if I lend it to you?" 

"As good care," said tiio boy, "as If it was made 
cf gold, if you'd only please let mo have It for a 
week." 

His eyes were so eager that the old man cou'd not 
withstand them. "Wait liorc a minute," ho said, and 
went into the house, AVhen lio returned ho. brought 
tho coveted volume with him and handed It to the 
boy. "There It Is," said, he, "I'm going to let you 
have It, but bo sure It doesn't come to, harm down 
on Pldgeon Creek." , j^vi -^VV. 'j'''>"''. 

The boy, with tho preclou8;2yplji»mol.tu6kMijJtlghtly 
under Ills arm, went dOwn;;tlii9|8lpgI#'Btfedtl^^^^ 
tryvillo with the joy of ;'^sUI(Sl^_atlQn!jlnThla face.'' He 
could hardly wait to open .tKcijibopligtJiiind plunge Into 
It. lie ,stopi)ed for u momont':a'(:'th''e' Village store to 
ljuy some calico his stepmother had ordered, and 
lluin struclc Into the road through tho woods that led 
to his lic-nic. 

The house which he found at the end of his trail 
was a very primitive affair. Tho first homo Tom 
lilncoln had built on the creelt when he moved there 
from Kentucky had been merely n ".pole-shack," 
four poles driven into tho ground with forked ends 
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at the top, otiior jiolcs laid crosswiso in the fork."!, 
and a roof of polos built on this square. There had 
been no chimney, only an open place for a window, 
and another for a door, and strips , of bark and 
patches of clay to keep the rain out Tho new 
house was a little better, it had an attic, and tho first 
floor was divided into several rooms. it was very 
primitive, however, in reality only a big log-cabin. 

Tho boy canio out o£ the woods, crossed the 
clearing about the- house, and went m at the door. 
Ills fltopmotlior was sitting at tho window sawing. 
He held up the volume for her to see. "I've gut I'tf" 
ho cried. "It's tlio •Life of Waslilngton,' and now 
I'm going to learn all about lilm." Ho had barely 
time to put tho book in the woman's Iianda bofore his 
fatlier'a voice was heard calling him out of doors. 
There was work to bo done on tlie farm,, and the rest 
. of that afternoon Abe was kept, busily. employod,'; and 
as soon a.s supper -ivas finished his father;-^et'fhlm to 
work mending harness. ' ■ '. ■ ■■ 

At dawn tho ne.xt day the boy was up and out 
in tho /lelils, tlio "Life of Washington" in one pocket, 
the other pocket filled with corn dodgers. He could 
not read and run a straight furrow. When It was 
noon-tiinc he sat undtr a tree, iinincliln.g the cnltes, 
and plunged Into tho first cluiptcr of tho book. For 
half an liour he read and ate, then lie had to go on 
with his work until sundown When he got lionic he 
had Ills supper standing up so that he could road tiie 
book by tho candle that stood on the 'shelf,,; .j.Aftor 
suiiper he lay in front of the fire, stlll."readlrig, -"and 
oblivious to everything about him. 

Gi-adually the fire burned out, the family went to 
bed, and young Abe was obllgeil to go up to his 
room In tho attic. He jiut the book on ;i, ledge on Lho 
wall close to tjie head of ills bed in order that notli- 
ing might happen to it. During tho night a violent 
storm arose, and tin; rain came through a chink in 
the leg walls. AVlien the lioy woke he found that 
tho book was a mas.s of wet iiaper, tlie type blurred, 
and the cover beyoiul ro])air. Hn was heartbroken 
at the discovery. Ho could Imagine how angry tho 
old Squire wnuid be when lie saw the .state of the 
book. Nevertheless he detornilned to gi) to Gontry- 
vlilo at the earliest opportunity and see what lio 
could do to make reparation, 

Tho next Sunday morning found a small boy 
standing on the Squire's porch with the remains of 
the bcok in his liaiul. When tho Sciuiro learncMl 
what iiad happened lie s])oke his mtnd freely. Ho 
told Abe that he was a.s worthless as lil;? father, that 
he didn't know how to take care of valuable property, 
and tliat he would never loan him anotlier book as 
long as he lived. The boy faced the music, and when 
the angry tirade wa.s-over, said that lie would like to 
sliuck corn for the Squire, ;ind In that way pay lilm 
the value of the ruined volume Mr. Crawford ac- 
cepted the offer and named a i)rice far greater than 
any iiosslblo value of the ho6k, and Abe set to work, 
spending all his spare time la the next two weeks 
shucking the corn and worlcing as chore-boy. So he 
linally succeeded in paying back tlic full value of 
the rulnod"L.lfe of Washington," . 

This was only one of many adventures that befell 
Abraham Lincoln wlillo ho w.is trying to got an edu- 
cation. Ilia mother had'taiight hini to read and 
write, and ever since ho had ioarned 'he liad longed 
for books to read. He said to his cou.''ln, Dennis 
Haiik.s, one day, "Denny, the tilings I want to know 
aro in books. 'My best friend Is tho man who will 
got me one." Dennis was vor.v fond of his younger 
cousin, and as soon as he. could save up the money 
he went to town and' bought a copy of the "Arabian 




liiNlghta."'.7H^.?gave this. to 'Abe, and the latter at once 
'started. tb"'r6ad 'It'alo'ud by tho wood-flrc In tho even- 
ing's. His mother, his sister Sally, and Dennis were 
his audience, t His father thought the reading only 
waste of time and. said, "Abe, your inother can't 
work with you pestering, her like that," but Mrs. 
Lincoln said 'the stories helped her and so the read- 
ing went on. -When' he came, to tho story of liow 
Slndbnd tho Sailor went too close to the magic rock 
and lost all- the nails' out of the bottom of his boat, 
Abe laughed until ho cried. Dennis, however, 
couldn't see the huiiKvr "Why, Abe," suld he, "that 
yarn's jii.st a lie." 

"P'rajis so," answeri'd the small boy, "but if it Is, 
it's a mighty good He." 

But St, Nicholas lias already told you: "The 
boy, Aliraham lilncoln, had ver.\- few books. His 
earliest possessions consl.-itcil of less than half a 
dozen volumes — a jiloneer's llbrar\-. 

"I''irst, of course, wa.s the lilble, a whole llbrar.v 
in itself, if properly niulerstood, and' containing 
cvorj- sort of literature — stories, poems, dramas, ad- 
dresses, orations, lilstorles. some .simple enough for 
the youngest clilld, otlicrs taxing the wisdom of the 
learned. Second was •l'll,';rim's Progrev.q,' with Its 
cinalnt ebar.-icters and vlvlcl scenes ri'lated In simple, 
vigorous English. 'Ai^.sop's i''aljles' was a third, and 
introduced the log-cabin boy to u wonderful range of 
cliaracters — the gods of niytlioi(v.gy, tho different 
ranks and classes of mankind, and every animal un- 
der tho sun. Fourth wai^ a History of the United 
States, 111 which tllerc was the charm of truth and a 
more modern tone, and from which v.-ere learned the 
lessons of patrlotUun that Lincoln's inaiiliood iiut In- 
to action. Lust came Weem's 'Life of Washington,' 
a queer, .stilted book, but one full of detail tliat made 
Washington .seem a living example, 

"These five books were the beginning of Lin- 
coln's education; and what -wise man has outgrown 
them all? 

"From the Bible, Pilgrim's Progress, and Aesop 
the boy Lincoln learned tli;"^ power and beauty of 
plain English words, and saw that the grandest 
thoughts :inil most iioetie linagliiings needed only the 
strong little woi-ds of every day. Wlien, therefore, In 
later life he wished to be sure he understood any 
matter, it becanio hl.s custom to trnnslate it Into, 
words such as ii child can uiiderstund. 

"Read again the Gettysburg Addres.s and the 
Second Inaugural Address, and learn hew Lincoln, tho 
l^rcsident, could make tho homespun words of com- 
mon use move tliu hearts of his fellow-men." ' 

In Nlcolay and Hay's "Life of Lincoln" it is ro- 
corded that'"he read these five books over and ovor 
tin ho knew them almost by heart, . , ; Ho would 



sit tn the twilight and read a dictionary as long as ; 
he could see. . . . He even devoured tho 'Revised 
Statutes of Indiana' as boys in our day do 'The 
Three Guardsmen.' . . . Ho could not afford to 
waste paper upon his original compositions. Ho 
would sit by tho fire at night and cover tlie wooden 
shovel with essays and arithmetical exercises, which 
lie would shavo off and then begin again. It Is 
touching to think of this great-spirited child, bat- 
tling year after year against his evil star, wasting 
his ingenuity upon devices and makeshifts, his high 
Intolllgenco starving for want of the slmplo appli- 
ancea of education that are now offered gratis to tho 
jioorest and meat indifferent," 

The few boolcs ho was able to get made the keen- 
witted country hoy anxious to find people who could 
answer his questions for hiin. In those days many 
men, clergymen, Judges, and lawyers, rode on' circuit, 
stopping overnight at any farm-iiouso they might 
happen upon. When such a man would ride up to 
the Lincoln clearing he was usually met by a s'niall 
boy who would fire questions at him before he could 
dismount from his horse. Tho visitor would bo 
amused, but Tom Lincoln thought that a poor sort of 
hospitality. He would come running out of the 
house and say, "Stop that, Abe. What's happened to 
your manners?" Then he would turn to the traveler, 
"You must excuse him. 'Light, stranger, and come 
in to supper." Then Abe would go away whistling to 
show tliat he didn't care. Wlien he found Dennis lie 
said, "Pa says it's not polite to ask questions, but I 
guess I wasn't meant to bo polite. There's such a lot 
of thing.s to know, and how am I going to know 
theni if I don't aslc quO!;tloiis?" He simply stored 
them away until a later time, and when supper was 
over lie usually found his cliance to make use of tho 
visitor. 

In that day Indiana was still part of the wilder- 
ness. Primeval woods stood close to Pldgeon Cri;ek,' 
and not far away were roving bands of Sacs and 
Sioux, and also wild animals — bears, wildcats and 
lynx. The ^iettler.s fought the Indians and made use 
of tho wild creatures for clothing !uid food, :uid to 
sell at the country stores. The children spent prac- 
tically all their tiiiio out of doors, and yoiiug Abo 
Lincoln learned the habits of the wild creatures, and 
explored the far recesses of the woods. He v.^as 
fond of aninuils. One chiy sonio of tho boys at school 
put a liglited coal on a turtle's liack in sport. Abe 
rescued the turtle, .and when he got a chance wrote 
a composition in school about cruel joltes on animals, 
it was a good paper, and tho teacher iiad tho boy 
read It before tlic class. AH tlie boys liked Abe, and 
they' took to lioart what he had to say In tho matter. 

It was a rouglrsort of life that tlic clilldren of 
tlie early settloi-s led, and the chan'ces were all in 
favor of the Lincoln boy growing up to bo lilcc his 
father, a kind-hearted, ignorant', .and ne'er-do-well 
tyjjo of man. His motlier, Iiowover, who came of a 
gooti Virginia family, had done her best- to give him 
some ambition. Onco slie laid said to him, "Abo, 
learn all you can, iiiid grow up to bo of some ac- 
count. You've got Just as good Virginia blood in 
you as George Waslilngton liad." Abe did not forget 
.that. Soon after the family moved to Pldgeon Crook 
his mother died, and a little" later a stepmother took 
her place. This woman soon learned .that tho boy 
was not tho ordinary tyjie, and icopt encouraging 
him to make something of himself. She wa« always 
ready to listen when he read, to help him with his 
icKSona, to encourage him. When lie got too old to 
wpar his bearskin suit she told him that if lie would 
earn enougli money to got some muslin, she would 
make him some white .shirts, so that ho would not 
bo asliamod to go to people's houses. Abe earned the 
money, and Mrs. Lincoln purchased the cloth and 
made tho shirts. After that Abe -cut, quite a figure 
Ih GentryvIUo, because he liked people, and knew so 
many good stories that he was always ijopular with 
a crowd. 

Small things showed t^ie ability that wa.? latent 
In tho raw country lad.. When he was only fourteen 
a copy of Henry Clay's speeciies fell into his hands, 
and lie learned inost of tlioin by heart, and what ho 
learned from tiiem interested lilm in history. . Then a 
little later his stepmother was ill for some time, and 
Abo went to cliurch every Sunday,' and on his return 
repeated the sermon almost word^ for word to her. 
Again, ho loved to argue, and would take up some 
question lie had. asked of a stranger and 50 on witli 
It when the latter returned to tho Crook, perhaps 
months after the first visit. Mrs. Lincoln noted 
these things, and made up her mind that her stepson 
would be a'gront'man some day. Most frequently 
she thought he would be a great lawyer, because, as 
she said, "When Abe got started arguing, the other 
fellow'd prettv soon say he had enough." 

Tho time came when tho boy could no longer stay 
In tho small surj-oundlngs of Pldgeon Creek. Ho 
tried life on one of the river steamboats, then served 
as a clerk In a store, at Now Salem, where ho began. 
In odd moments,, to study law. A llttlfc later he 
knew enough law to become an attorney, and went 
to Springfield, and after that It was only a short 
time before he had won his clients. His cousin 
Denny came to hear him try one of his first cases. 
He watched ithe,;, tall, lank young fellow, still as un- 
galn'y as' ih^hls'early boyhood, and heard him toll tho 
jury BOrhS^ot'tliose same; stories he had read aloud 
before- the fire. .When Abe had finished his cousin 
said t6-hIm,."Whv' did you tell those people so many 
stories'"' "Why, Denny," said Abe, "a story teaches 
a lesson.-.

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CANADIAN correspondent writes to 
the London Times as follows : The 
attitude of Canadians today in respect 
' to the problem of Imperial defence 
. may be described accurately as that 
of a people who are only awaiting a 
plan which will permit them to give evidence;- 
of their willingness to bear, not only without; 
murmur, . but, indeed, with genuine pleasure, 
their share of the burden. Can it be doubted 
for a sinjgle instant that Canadians are loyal to 
the interests of the Empire when they will send 
their sons to any part of the British dominions 
in defence of the Flag? The question really is 
superfluous. It may then be asked : How is it 
that they have shown such a dilatory spirit on 
the question of contributing to the support of 
the Navy-owhen thoy have the example of other 
colonies' before them? The answer is that Can- 
adians are a very busy people and they have npt 
been so fortunate as to have stateshien dis- 
posed to lead them along an Imperial path which 
they are very willing to follow. 

But recently there has been an awakening 
of the public conscience in Canada in regarfl 
to this neglected duty which promises well for 
the future. The Press of both the great political 
parties are agreed that the time has arrived 
.when Canada must either bear part of the bur- 
dens of Empire, or be prepared to see that arm 
of defence upon which they are now dependent 
so weakened as to imperil their national ex- 
istence. 

At the present moment there is a well-de- 
fined movement on foot for Canada to take the 
initial step in laying the foundation of a "navy" 
of her own, by constructing a number of fishery 
cruisers of semi-warship type. Every one 
knows that of very necessity these craft, con- 
structed as they will be in Canadian yards and 
to plans not approved of by the Admiralty, will 
be but travesties of fighting ships, though they 
will, of course, serve the primary purpose for 
which they are to be built. The important 
point in this connection is that, while they may 
"to a certain extent satisfy the desire among 
the. Canadian people to "do something" towards 



the creation of a Canadian navy, as a matter of 
fact they will not advance the country one step 
towards participation in the work of Imperial 

defence. 

Now, if I am correctly informed, the Ad- 
miralty every year places out of commission a 
; numb!gr|bf;.^^^ would tnake much bet- 

'.teir -craftf'for^^^^^^ purposes of Canada 

than these "cruisers" which arc shortly to be 
laid down; and the point I would make must, 
I am sure, have already suggested itself. That 
' is, that the Homo government might offer to 
supply Canada from her retired warship class 
with just those ships for fishery protective pur- 
poses of which she stands in need, and thus in- 
duce Canada to take up in practical fashion the 
matter of the creation of the nucleus of a navy 
whichi'vvQuldsgr^^ Imperial asset. 

Iri^TeSpect t^^^ feasibility, of this proposal, 
it would be necessary to give consideration to 
the following questions : 

Is there a: special service which can be ren- 
dered to Canada at the . present moment by 
maintaining in her waters x,eVtainy;of the smaller 
type of British warships 'wh'icli-^AVOuld other- 
wise be placed out of commission? 

Would an offer from the Home government 
to this end be welcomed by the people of Can- 
ada? * 

Would the people of Canada be disposed to 
instruct their government to bear the cost of 
the maintenance of these ships on Canadian 
stations? . • - , ;^ 

Would' such ships stationed in Canadian 
waters form the nucleus of a Canadian navy? 

Would the people of Canada ultimately de- 
mand of their government that these vessels 
should be augmented by others built by- their 
own contributions? 

Would the people of Canada consent to 
these vessels being at all times under the con- 
trol of the Admiralty — to tlie extent of their be-r 
ing available for Imperial needs at a moment's 
notice? 

No one who has an intelligent grasp of 
Canadian public opinion can doubt for a mp- 
ment that all, these questions may be answered 



in the affirmative. In support of that state- 
ment I beg to submit herewith extracts from 
editorial articles in two of the leading papers 
in Canada, which came under my notice in 
quite a casual way and werenot found at all 
as the result of a, search for- evidence to sup- 
port my argument. The first is from the Mori- 
trefil Gazette, easily the leading Conservative 
newspaper in Canada. It reads' as follows : 

"If the comments of newspapers through- 
out the country are an indication, a proposi- 
tion that Canada should bear a share of the 
cost of the naval defence of the Empire would 
meet with as little effective opposition as did 
the resolution to send Canadian soldiers to 
South Africa when they seemed to be needed 
there. The call of that which looks like duty 
has its legitimate influence with Canadians," 

The second is from the Ottawa Journal, and 
is as follows: 

"Canadian cash for the British navy and 
a voice in the Imperial naval councils. 

"Who says that the Canadian people are 
not willing to bear their share of the Imperial 
naval burden? That question should be put 
specifically to the test." 

Let it be conceded at "once that there are a 
multitude of obstacles to the immediate suc- 
cess of the 'Arrangement which I propose. 
What I feel sure of is that none of them are 
insuperable. One the one hand, we' have peo- 
ple in Canada loyal to the core, ready and will- 
ingCtOijlay-down their lives, if need be, in de- 
fehce'^pf't^ and thoroughly conscious of 

theirvduty in the. work of Imperial defence, but . 
in a maze of " doubt-how to proceed; on the 
othei" hand, we have a group of far-seeing 
statesmen in Great Britain who feel that the 
psychological moment has arrived when an 
attempt should be made to knit closer the 
bonds of Empire for defence purposes, and yet 
undecided just what steps ought to be taken. 
This being the situation, then, is it not oppor- 
tune to inquire whether one of the two parties 
may not, by a stroke of policy, take the initia- 
tive in a plan talcluated to achieve the very 
purpose both have in mind? 
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A disquieting phase of the present situa- 
tion on the continent of America in respect to 
the future of Canada is so obvious that I am 
sure it has not been overlooked by those Bri- 
tish statesmen who: have set their hands to 
the task of consolidating the Empire. This is 
the fact that, at a time when Canada is attain- 
ing the stature of nationhood, the United 
States should be engaged in building up a 
great navy. Now, as every one knows, all 
Canadians dearl3'.lovc the sight of a battle- 
ship. This feeling is, no doubt, born of a 



riglrt^ affi^fii^^v^Nly}^ 

in their youth irnbibed some of the tales of 
Britain's sea glory. It is easy to understand, 
then, that the spectacle of a naval force in ad- 
jacent waters possesses a glamor for them 
which they may easily mistake for the lustre 
which ought only, in the eyes of Canadians, 
to attach to a fleet of British warships. The 
means for inter-travel between Canada and the 
United States are so accessible to the masses 
tl-uxt there is danger lest tlie younger genera,-; 
tion of Canadians, at all events, may come ' to 
admire the fighting capacity of the United 
States to a degree which will lessen their ad- 
miration for the might of Britain. 

But evidence that the time has arrived 
when statesmen should exert some effort along 
definite lines in the direction of Imperial unity 
we have in abundant quantity. Let us now 
dismiss as unworthy of consideration all .spec- 
ulation as to the genuineness of the loyalty of 
Canada to the Mother. Country,, and try to de- 
vise some modus operandi fdr giving p tactical 
effect to an aspiration which is the common 
possession of the Canadian people and the peo- 
ple of the United Kingdom. I have herein 
made a concrete suggestion to that end; and a 
useful purpose will be served if, as a result, 
there shall be full >nd|f re^^ it. 

In the course of an ediforiaifarticleon " 
pire Builders and Empire ''Destroyers," the 
Times said: 

"We are all in our degree either Empire- 



builders of Empire-destroyers. It is, therefore, 
good to recognize on such an occasion as the 
present evidence that Empire-building occu- 
pies the thoughts of our kinsmen in Canada. A 
Canadian correspondent bears welcome testi- 
mony to their growing desire — a desire not 
confined to any party — to make some efficient 
contribution to the naval defence of the Em- 
pire. No one remembering what the Cana- 
dians did in far-distant South Africa, in a quar- 
rel which affected them on no selfish grounds, 
but solely through their Imperial sentiments, 
can doubt that in th^^Lnidi^|.;^£)l^^ 
sire is abundantly pirMent^t^a^heiifp^ 
maintaining the great service upon which> their, 
defence in certain circumstances would depend,* ' 
and to which they mainly owe it that these 
circumstances have not arisen. But, as our 
Correspondent remarks, the Canadians are 

■ very busy, and wait for leadership upon a path 
which they would gladly follow. There is a 
movement on foot at present,- probably arising 
out of the multifarious occupations that keep 

iiihem^bugy, in favor of creating a local navy in 

MfiefsKlipe of fishery cruisers of semi-warship 
type. Our Correspondent makes the sensible 
suggestion that, as the Admiralty is constantly 
discarding vessels which would admirably dis- 
charge the duties contemplated, these vessels 
.should be assigned to Canadian marine police 
work. Canada would thus save the expense of 
constructing new ships which could never form 
part of a fighting fleet, and would be encour- 
aged to invest money tp: much better purpose 
in ships fit;tO;ta,ke. their place in the Imperial 
\ lia,vy^> It is, important that there should be as 
little overlapping and waste as possible, and 
for' the avoiding of these there ought to be the 
most complete and intelligent utilization of re- 
sources from an Imperial standpoint. The ideA 
we are discussing appears to further that aim. 
No doubt there will be technical and official 
objections, but if the idea were developed on 

/ {broad lines' and with a due sense of the solid- 
arity . of, the Empire, the results might be 
found . both morally and financially satisfac- 
tory." I 



Pheasants— White, Mongolian and Some Other Kinds

I have read Mr. Ppcock's,y,l^?tters^in^^^ 
your Sunday editidnviwiih^'consider^^^^^ 
able interest) as I am very much in- 
terested in all game life and in game 
and fish stories however — well, just 
however. 

In yesterday's Colonist I noted the an- 
nouncement of the arrival from Nanaimo of 
an albino pheasant. This is a joke. The 
pheasant is a white pheasant, a variety I breed 
in my pens. This bird killed itself against the 
wire of the pen. The white pheasant is com- 
paratively little known and is somewhat rare. 
I count them splendid game birds, especially, 
in places where there are snow falls in au- 
tumn, as their plumage is such as to give 
them great protection. They are hardy and 
prolific. I send a poor photo of some young 
pheasants, taken in the snow, in which you 
will just be able to distinguish some white 
birds, four in number, among some silvers, 
golden and ring-neck. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Pocock, in an article 
on Pheasant Shooting in China, mentioned the 
red backs of the golden pheasant. The golden 
pheasant has no red on its back. The ruff is 
orange with black tips, the shoulder green 
and the back yellow or golden.

The above letter called forth by the re- 
grettable inaccuracies mentioned in it, fbr 
which I hasten to apologize, is interesting 
to all sportsmen who were not . aware 
that white pheasants could be bred as 
a distinct variety. The news item concerning 
the white pheasant alluded to as it reached me 
was that a white pheasant had been "captur- 
ed" in the. neighborhood of Nanaimo, and I 
naturally jumped to the conclusion that it was 
a wild albino such as I have seen in Old Coim-, 
try coverts and taxidermists' shops. 

White pheasants are not known in Europe 
as a distinct variety so far ^as" I am aware. 
Tegetmeier, the recognized authority on 
pheasants which have been . introduced into 
Europe, has this to say about them : "A 
'purely white variety of the common pheasant 
occasionally occurs in the coverts. without 
any apparent cause. ' A: correspondent, who 
has been a pheasant rearer for thirty years, 
Avrites: 'Four years ago a nest of thirteen 
eggs was brought in by the mowers. All the 
eggs, were hatched; eleven were perfectly 
white birds, the other two the common color. 
Nine' of the white birds were reared — six cocks 
and three hens; three cocks were turned out, 
the others were kept in the pheasantry, pin- 
ioned. ' The white pheasants proved very bad 
layers, very delicate, their eggs very bad ; 
and those that were hatched very difficult to 
rear, and there never was a white bird bred. 
-The extraordinary thing is, that where the 
nest' was taken up the 'keepers had never be- 
fore w since seen a white pheasant. The three 
coclcs turned out never (to my knowledge or 
the keeper's) were the cause of white pheas- 



ants or pied pheasants being bred, and the 
three all disappeared in the second year. On 
another part of my estate a white cock pheas- 
ant was bred; he was considered a sacred bird, 
and lived seven years, when he disappeared. 
In the covert he resorted to I killed one pied 
pheasant, and I believe that one bird was the 
only pied pheasant (if bred through him) that 
ever was seen.' 

"By careful breeding there is no doubt that 
a permanent white race might be established 
if sucli a proceeding were thought desirable, 
which 1 much doubt, as .white varieties are 
generally very deficient in hardihood. Left to 
themselves the white cocks are doubtless 
driven away from the, hens by the stronger 
and more yigorpiis, dark, bird, and rarely in- 
crease their kind;^^^- W mated in pheasan- 
tries the natural "color has a strong tendency 
to reproduce itself; but white, or even pied or 
parti-colored birds, are not always to be pro- 
duced from white parents. .... The explan- 
ation of the difficulty of breeding pied birds 
from a white and a colored parent, and the 
ease with which ring-necks are produced and 
perpetuated, is soon given. Ring-necks are 
derived more or less directly from the P. tor- 
quatus, a permanent race that has a strong 
tendency to reproduce its like; but white and 
pied birds are merely accidental i£r;yariations, 
and not even a thoroughly established 'breed, 
and therefore are not prepotent in propagating 
their like, but have a strong tendency to throw 
back to the stock from which they were de- 
rived." 

Plumage of the Golden Pheasant 

The description of the golden pheasant as 
having a red back was, of course, an error in 
writing, the back being really a deep yellow. 
The point I was trying to empha.size was the 
effect on my senses qf the first sight of one of 
those most gorgeous of the tribe in full flight, 
which, with its mixture of red and yellow and 
orange, was that of a flaming missile against 
the dark background of trees and undergrowth 
with which the hills where I came across it 
wcfe covered. In thinking of the general ef- 
fect I fell into the blunder. 

The male in mature plumage, which he 
does not assume until the autumn of his sec-, 
ond year, is one of the most gorgeous of the 
whole tribe of pheasants, his appearance taken ' 
altogether being so remarkable as to make 
him look more like one of the bizarre creations 
of Chinese fancy than a real bird. On the head 
is a long crest of silky orange-colored feathers; 
which extends backwards over a tippet of 
broad flat feathers of a color which in the 
specimens I procured (nearly a hundred) 
varied from almost a pure yellow to a deep or- 
ange with dark blue bars, so dark as to be al- 
most black, across the tips; below the tippet 
on the lower part of the neck the feathers are 
deep green margined with velvet black; be- 
low this again are the scapular feathers of a 
dark crimson ; the back and rump are golden 
yellow ; the tail is very long for the size of the 
•bird, the two longest|tc|ent|al feathers are cov- 
ered with small, irregulapfr^ pf light 
brown- on a' dark grouhd,' giving them a mot- 
tled appearance; the other feathers, are barred 



diagonally , with ^ darkssbrojtvn on a lighter 
ground. On eachisidei.pf'the ibase of the tail 
extend the long narrow upper tail coverts of a 
bright orange crimson. The wings, when 
closed, show the deep blue tertiaries covering 
the chestnut secondary quills. The upper part 
of the throat light-brown, the breast and un- 
derparts orange-scarlet. 

Mongolian Pheasants, Chinese or Ring-nfecked 
Pheasants and, English Pheasants 

As there still seems to be considerable 
confusion in the minds of local sportsmen as 
to the identity of these three varieties of 
pheasant I have taken the trouble to hunt up 
the authorities, for accurate descriptions of the 
three varieties. , 

Many sportshieMh some who 

have written 'to^-and'ifpr the daily press, seem 
to be under the impression that the pheasants*; 
we have here are English pheasants and that? 
Mongolian is merely another name for Chin- 
ese pheasant just as we sometimes loosely 
speak of a Chinese as a Mongolian. 

The common pheasajit of Europe, includ- 
ing England is, or perhaps I should s<iy was, 
Phasianus Colchicus, a bird which has been 
introduced from its native country, Asia 
Minor, for upwards of a thousand years, and 
was very possibly brought into England by 
the Romans. Pheasants are mentioned in a 
bill of fare preserved in a manuscript in the 
British museum- of the date of circa 1177. Un- 
til the'irit'rbiSiiction of the ring-necked pheas- 
ant, Phasianus torquatus, from China and 
subsequently of other varieties (Japanese, 
Reeves, etc.) P. Colchicus was.' the one dis- 
tinct species or race known in Europe and 
was so named from its having been, brought 
from the banks of the river Colchis in Asia 
Minor. Nowadays, however, it is rare to find 
wild pheasants true to the old type, as the 
different varieties, colchicus, torquatu.s, and 
versicolor (Japanese) having bred frcciy with 
one another, the common pheasant of Eng- 
land nowadays has the ringed neck of the 
Chinese variety. Henry Seebohm, writing in 
iSS/fsaid: "The fact that all true pheasants 
interbreed freely with each other and pro- 
duce fertile offspring, may be accepted as ab- 
solute proof that they are only subspecifically 
distinct jfrprn , each , other.i. other sub- 

' species; they only exist Upon sufferance. The 
local races appear to be distinct enough, but 
they only retain their distinctive character as 
long as they are isolated honi each other. The 
moment they are brought into contact they 
begin to interbreed ; crosses of every kind rap- 
idly appear, and in a comparatively short time 
the swamping effects of interbreeding reduce 
the two or more local races which have been 
brought into contact to a single and uniform 
intermediate race. Such swamping effects of 
interbreeding have practically stamped out in 
.the British islands the two very different 
looking races of pheasants which were intro- 
duced into them — Phasianus colchicus from 
Asia Minor, and Phasianus 'torquatus from 
China., The pheasant of the British islands is, 
.with very rare exceptions, pnly a mongrel be- 
tween these two races, but, it must be admit- 
ted, a very -healthy and" fertile one." 



The most noticeable difference, of course, 
between the old English pheasant , and the 
Chinese pheasant is the white ring which is 
'absent in the former. There are also other 
differences in body coloring, the English 
pheasant being generally of a rather darker 
plumage thari the Chinese and lacking the 
light blue and green coloring of the rump and 
■\ving coverts. 

The Mongolian pheasant (Phasianus Mon- 
golicus) is a distinct variety from either of 
these and has only very recently been intro- 
duced into Europe. Tegetmeier says this 
truly splendid pheasant ... is characterized 
by a broad, white ring round the neck, inter- 
rupted in the front by a narrow patch of color, 
and by having the whole of the wing coverts 
white,- the mantle, chest, and breast bronzy 
vorangeir^edj^^ bronzy red, 

aM flank feathers tipped with 

very dark green. The species is of large size; 
coming as it does from " the cold parts of 
China, the desert of Gobi, and Mongolia, it is 
exceedingly hardy, and suffers more from ex- 
treme heat than from.severe cold. , , '.\ . 

"An unfortunate 'm has ar-^ 

isen in the United States respecting this bird. 
The state authorities in Massachusetts and 
Oregon have in the most extraordinary man- 
ner confounded it with the Ring-neck, P.. tor- 
quatus." 

As to the value of these birds to cross with 
the existing stock in British Columbia there 
can be no doubt. All the varieties of the true 
pheasants interbreed freely when allowed to 
intermingle and the introduction of fresh 
blood of this extremely hardy v;ariety should 
have excellent results. Though comparatively 
recently tried in England results have been 
most gratifying. A recent correspondent of 
the Field has this to say of them : 

"On the estate where I have recently been 
shooting, for some years the Chinese phedsan't 
(P. torquatu§)Kjhas been reared, and splendid 
.spotting shcits^ they have given. But for the 
last three years Mongolians have been intror 
duced, and some of them have been crossed 
with the Chinese; the result is that the birds; . 
this year have shown better sport than ever. 
They rise freely to the beaters, and fly boldly, 
very fast and high ; in fact, if flushed on ris- 
ing ground they fly .almost too high to be 
reached. On one occasion when we were 
shooting, there was a very high wind, and the 
birds were flushed on a hill side over the guns 
])laced in the valley ; no one who saw them fly 
could possibly say that they were "lazy on the 
wing and never gave a good sporting shot;"- 
in fact, if anything, they were too "active on 
the wing and took such long flights that many 
of them went straight away out of that day's 
beat. , \ 

"As regards the hardiness of thes^ birds, 
both pure and crossed, in a letter to the Field, 
June 20, 1903, the Hon. Walter Rothschild 
stated that for two or three .years he had. 
hatched and reared in the coverts at Tring a 
number 'of young birds both pure and half- 
bred, and those that were shot , proved . much 
superior in flavor and size to ordinary pheasr 



ants. The keeper on the estate where I have 
been shooting fully bears out this opinion, 
stating that the chicks are very hardy and 
easier to rear than those of the common pheas- 
ant. This is the more easy to"- understand^ 
when it is remembered that the Mongolian 
pheasant comes from the rough climate of 
Northern China and Southern Siberia, while 
the Chinese ring-necked' bird comes from the 
north of China; the cross. between the two, 
therefore, should be able to withstand any 
changes of climate found in this country. . . . 
All crosses vbetween the true pheasants will 
produce fertile ' birds, and, as Mr. C. E. Rus- 
sell remarks, it is only when we go. outside the 
pale of the true Phasianidae that ' we obtain 
infertile birds."
